E all believe with the Heart, and confeſs

de octable, infinite Almighty, perfectly wiſe, juſt, good, 
11 Ws tbe overflowing Fountain of all good. 

II. By what means GOD is made known unto us, 
We know him by two means : firſt, by the crea- 
uon, preſervation and government of the univerſe; 
zich is before our eyes as a moſt elegant book, 
| 5 Merein all creatures great and ſmall are as ſo many 
| characters leading us to contemplate the inwi/iole things 
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of GOD, namely, his eternal power and God-head, 
as the apoſtle Paul faith, Rom. 1. 20. All which 
things are ſufficient to convince men, and leave them 
without excuſe, Secondly, he makes himſelf more 
clearly and fully known to us by his holy and divine 
word; that is to ſay, as far as is neceſſary for us to 
know in this life, to his glory and our falvation, 
III. Of the auritten word of GOD, 

We confeſs, that this word of Gop, was not ſent 
nor delivered by the will of man, but that Bh, men 
of GOD ſpate as they were moved by the Holy Ghoſt, 
as the apoſtle Peter ſaith. And that afterwards Goo, 
from a ſpecial care which he has for us and our ſal- 
vation, commanded his ſervants the prophets and 
apoſtles, to commit his revealed word to writing, and 
he himſelf wrote with his own finger, the two tables 
of the law : Therefore we call ſuch writings holy and 
divine ſcriptures. | 

IV. Canonical books of the holy ſcripture. 

We believe that the holy ſcriptures are contained 
in two books, namely, the old and new teſtament, 
which are canonical, againſt which nothing can be 
alledged : Theſe are thus named in the church of 
Gop. The books of the old teſtament are, the hve 
books of Moſes viz. Geneſis, Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, Deuteronomy : the book of Joſhua, Jud- 
ges, Ruth, two books of Samuel, and two of the 
Kings, two books of the Chronicles, commonly call- 
ed Paralipomenon, the firſt of Ezra, Nehemiah, Ei: 
her, Job, the pſalms of David, the three books of 
Solomon, namely the Proverbs, Eccleſiaſtes, and the 
Song of Songs; the four great prophets, Iſaiab, Je- 
remiah, Ezekiel, and Daniel; and the twelve leſſer 
prophets, namely, Hoſea, loel, Amos, Obadiah, 
Jonah, Micah, Nahum, Habbakuk, Zephaniah, 
Haggai, Zechariah, Melachi. 

Thoſe of the new teſtament are the four evange- 
liſts, viz. Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John; the 
acts of the apoſtles: The fourteen epiſtles of the apo- 
ltlc Pau!. viz. one to the Romans, two to the Corin- 
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thians, one to' the Galatians, one to the Epheſians, 
one to the Phillippians, one to the Coloſſians, two to 
the Theſſalonians, two to Timothy, one to Titus, one 
to Philemon, and one to the Hebrews: The ſeven 
epiſtles of the other apoſtles, namely, one of James, 
two of Peter, three of John, one of Jude: and the 
Revelation of the apoſtle John. | 


V. From whence do the holy ſcriptures derive their 
dignity and authority. 

We receive all thele books and theſe only as holy 
and canonical, for the regulation, foundation, and 
confirmation of our faith; believing without any 
doubt ail things contained in them, not ſo much be- 
cauſe the church receives and approves them as ſuch, 
but more eſpecially becauſe the Holy Ghoſt witneſſeth 
in our hearts, that they are from Gon, whereof they 
carry the evidence in themſelves : For the very blind 
are able to perceive that the things foretold in them 
are ſulhlling. - 

VI. The difference between the canonical and apocry- 
hical books. 

We diſtinguiſh thoſe ſacred books from the apo- 
cryphical, viz. the third and fourth book of Eſdras, 
the books of Tobias, Judith, Wiſdom, Jeſus Syrach, 
Baruch, the appendix to the bock of Eſther, the Song 
of the three Children in the Furnace, the hiſtory of 
Suſannah, of Bell and the Dragon, the prayer of Ma- 

les, and the two books of the Maccabees: All 
which the church may read and take inſtruction from, 
ſo far as they agree with the canonical books: But 
they are far from havirg ſuch power and efficacy, as 
that we may from their teſtimony confirm any point 
of faith, or of the chriſtian religion; much leis to 
detract from the authority of the other ſacred bocks, 


VII. The ſufficiency of the holy ſcriptures, to be the 
only rule of faith. 
Ve believe that theſe holy ſcriptures, fally contain 


the will of Goo, and that whatſoever man ought t9 
F 
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believe unto ſalvation, is ſufficiently taught therein, 
For ſince the whole manner of worſhip which G05 
requires of us, is writ in them at large, it is unlawful 
for any one, tho' an apoſtle, to teach otherwiſe, than 
we are now taught in the holy ſcriptures : Nay, though 
it was an angel from Heaven, as the apoſtle Paul 
ſaith. For ſince it is forbidden, to add unto or take 
away any thing from the word of Ged, it doth there. 
by evidently appear, that the doctrine thereof is moſt 
perfect and compleat in all reſpects. Neither may 
we compare any writings of men, tho? never ſo holy, 
with thoſe divine ſcriptures, nor ought we to compare 
cuſtom, cr the great multitude, or antiquity, or ſue- 
ceſſion of times or perſons, or councils, decrees or 
ſtatutes, with the truth of Gon, for the truth is a- 
bove all; for all men are of themſelves liars, and 
more vain than vanity itſelf: Therefore, we reje& 
with all our hearts, whatſoever doth not agree with 
this infallible rule, which the apoſtles have taught 
us ſaying, try the ſpirits whether they are of GOD. 
Likewiſe, F there come any unto you and bring not this 
doctriue, receive him not into your houſe, 


VIII. That GOD is one, in effence, yet neverthel:s 
diſtinguiſhed in three perſons. 

According to this truth and this word of God, we 
believe in one only Gob, who is one ſingle eſſence, 
in which are three perſons, really, truly and eternally 
diſtin, according to their incommunicable proper- 
ties; namely the Father, and the Son, and the Holy 
Ghoſt. The Father is the cauſe, origin and begin- 
ning of all things viſible and inviſible ; the Son is 
the word, wiſdom, and image of the Father; the 
Holy Ghoſt is the eternal power and might, proceed- 
ing from the Father and the Son. Nevertheleſs Gon 
is not by this diſtinction divided into three; fince the 
holy ſcriptures teach us, that the Father, and the Son, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, have each his perſonality, diſ- 
tinguiſhed by their properties; but in luch wiſe that 
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theſe three perſons are but one only Gon, Hence 
then it is evident, that the Father is not the Son, nor 
the Son the Father, and likewiſe the Holy Ghoſt 1s 
neither the Father nor the Son. Nevertheleſs theſe 
perſons thus diſtinguiſhed are not divided, nor inter- 
mixed: For the Father hath not aſſumed the fleſh, 
nor hath the Holy Ghoſt, but the Son only. The 
Father hath never been without his Son, or without 
his Holy Ghoſt : For they are all three co-eternal 
and co-eſſential. There is neither ſirſt nor laſt, for 
they are all three, one, in truth, in power, in good- 
nels, and in mercy. 


IX. The proof of the foregoing article of the trinity 
of perſons in one GOD. 

All this we know, as well from the teſtimonies of 
hely writ, as from their operations, and chiefly by 
thoſe we feel in ourſelves. The teſtimonies of the 
holy ſcriptures that teach us to believe this holy tri- 
nity, are written in many places of the old teitameat, 
which are not ſo neceſſary to enumerate, as to chuſe 
them out with diſcretion and judgment. In Gene- 
ſis, Chap. 1. 26,/27. God ſaith: Let us make man 
in our image, after our likeneſs, c. So GOD crea- 
ted man in his daun image, male and female created he 
them : And Gen. iii. 22. behold the man is become as 
one of us, From this ſaying, let us make man in our 
image, it appears that there are more perſons than 
one in the Godhead : And when he ſaith, GOD cre- 
ated, he ſignifies the unity. It is true he doth not 
lay how many perſons there are, but that which ap- 
pears to us ſomewhat obſcure in the old teſtament, 
is very plain in the new. For when our Lord was. 
baptized in Jordan, the voice of the Father was 
heard, ſaying, this is my beloved Son: The Son was 
leen in the water, and the Holy Ghoſt appeared in 
the ſhape of a dove. This form is allo inſtituted by 
Chriſt in the baptiſm of all believers. Baptize all 
vations, in the name of the Father, and of the Son,. 
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and. of the Holy Ghoſt, In the Goſpel of Luke, the 
angel Gabriel, thus addreſſed Mary the mother of 
our Lord, the Holy Ghoft ſhall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Higheſt ali overſhadouv thee, there. 
fore alſo that holy thing which all be born of thee, 
ſhall be called the Sen of GOD : Likewiſe the grace of 
our Lord Telus Chriſt, and the love of Gop, and 
the communion cf the Holy Gloſt be with you, 
And there are three that bear record in Heaven, the 
Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghoſt, and theſe 
three are one. In all which places we are fully 
taught, that there are three perſons in one only di- 
vine eſſence. And although this doftrine far ſurpaſſes 
all human underſtaading, nevertheleſs we now be- 
lieve it by means of the word of Gop, but expect 
hereafter to enjoy the perfect knowledge and benefit 
thereof in Heaven, Moreover we mult obſerve the 
particular offices and operations of theſe three perſons 
towards us. The Father is called our creator by his 
power; the Son is our ſaviour and redeemer by his 
blood; the Holy Ghoſt is our ſanctifier, by his dwel- 
ling in cur hearts. This doctrine of the holy trinity, 
hath always been defended and maintained by the 
true church, ſince the times of the apottles, to this 
very day, againſt the Jews, Mahometans, and fome 
falſe chriſtians and hereticks, as Marcoin, Manes, 
Proxes, Sabellius, Samoſatenus, Arrius, and ſuch 
like, who have been juſtly condemned by tae ortho- 
dox fathers. Therefore, in this point, we do willing- 
ly receive the three creeds, namely that of the Apol- 
tles, of Nice, and of Athanaſius ; Likewiſe that which 
conformable thereunto, is agreed upon by the anci- 
ent fathers. 


X. That Jeſus Chriſt is true and eternal GOD. 


We believe that Jeſus Chriſt, according to his di- 
vine nature, is the only begotten Son of Gop, be- 
gotten from eternity, not made or created, (for then 
he ſhould be a crcature) but co-eſſentlal and coreter- 
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nal with the Father, the expre/s image of his perſon, 
and the brightneſs of his glory, equal unto him in all 
things. Who is the Son of Gop, not only from the 
time that he aſſumed our nature, but from all eter- 
nity, as theſe teſtimonies when compared together, 
teach us. Moſes ſaith that GOD created the world ; 
and John ſaith, that all things were made by that 
2vord, which he calleth Gop : And the apoſtle faith, 
that GOD made the worlds by bis Son. Likewiſe, that 
GOD created all things through*Feſus Chriſt, "Theres 
fore it muſt needs follow, that he who is called Gon, 
the Word, the Son, and Jeſus Chriſt, did exiſt at 
that time, when all things were created by him. 
Therefore the prophet Micah faith ; is goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlaſting. And the a- 
poſtle ; he hath neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life: He therefore is that true, eternal, and almighty 
Gop, whom we invoke, worſhip, and ſerve. 


XI. That the Holy Gheſt-is true and eternal GOD. 

We believe and confeis alſo, that the Holy Ghoſt. 
from eternity proceeds from the Father and Son ; and 
therefore is neither made, created, nor begotten, but 
only proceedeth from both; who in order is the third 
perſon of the holy trinity; of one and the ſame eſ- 
ſence, majeſty and glory with the Father, and the 
Son; and therefore, is the true and eternal Gop, as 
the holy ſcripture teaches us. 


XII. Of the Creation; 

We believe, that the Father by the word, that is 
by his Son, hath created of nothing, the heaven, the 
earth, and all creatures, as it ſeemed: good unto him, 
giving unto every creature its being, ſhape; form, 
and ſeveral offices to ſerve its creator. "hat he doth 
alſo ſtill uphold and govern them by his eternal pro- 
vidence, and infinite power, for the ſervice of man- 
kind, to the end that man may ſerve his Gov. Hz 
hath alſo created the angels good, to be his meſſen- 
Zers, and to ſerve his — ; ſome of whom are fel 
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len from that excellency, in which Gop created 
them, intoevelaſting perdition : And the others have 
by the grace of Gop remained ſtedfaſt and continu- 
ed in their primitive ſtate, The devils and evil ſpi- 
rits are fo depraved, that they are enemies of Gop 
and every good thing, to the utmoſt of their power, 
as murderers, watching to ruin the church and every 
member thereof, and by their wicked ſtratagems 10 
deſtroy all: and are therefore by their own wicked- 
neſs adjudged to eternal damnation, daily expecting 
their horrible torments. Therefore we reje& and 
abhor the error of the Sadducees, who deny the ex- 
iſtence of ſpirits and angels: and allo that of the 
Manichees, who aſſert that the devils have their ori- 
gin of themſelves, and that they are wicked of their 
own nature, without having been corrupted. 


XIII. Of Divine Providence. 


We believe that the ſame Gop, after he had cre- 
ated all things did not forſake them, or give them up 
to fortune or chance, but that he rules and governs 
them according to his holy will, ſo that nothing hap- 
pens in this world without his appointment : never- 
theleſs Gop neither is the author of, nor can be 
charged with the fins which are committed. For his 
power and goodneſs is ſo great and incomprehenſible, 
that he orders and executes his work in the moſt ex- 
cellent and juſt manner, even then, when devils and 
wicked men act unjuſtly. And as to what he doth 
ſurpaſſing human underſtanding, we will not curi- 
ouſly enquire into farther than our capacity will ad- 
mit of: but with greateſt humility and reverence 
2dore the righteous judgments of Gop, which are 
hid from us, contenting ourſelves that we are diſci- 
ples of Chriſt, to learn only thoſe things which he 
has revealed to us in his word, without tranſgreſſing 
theſe limits. This dcarine affords us unſpeakable 
conſolation, ſince we are taught thereby, that nothing 
can befal us by chance, but by the direction of our 
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moſt gracious and heavenly Father; who watches 
over us with a paternal care, keeping all creatures 
ſo under his power, that not a hair of our head (for 
they are all numbered) nor a ſparrow can fall to the 
ground, without the will of our Father, in whom we 
co entirely truſt being perſuaded, that he fo reſtrains 
the devil and all our enemies, that without his will and 
permiſſion, they cannot hurt us. And therefore we 
reject that damnable error of the Epicurians, who 


ſay that Gop regards nothing but leaves all things to- 
chance, 


XIV. Of the creation, and fall of man, and bis ins 
capacity to perform wheat is truly good. 


We believe that God created man out of the duſt 
of the earth, and made and formed him after his 
own image and likeneſs, good, righteous, and holy, 
capable in all things to will, agreeable to the will of 
GoD. - But being in honor, he underſtood it not, nei- 
ther knew his excellency, but wilfully ſubjected him- 
elf to ſin, and conſequently to death, and the curſe, 
giving ear to the words of the devil, For the com- 
mandment of life which he had received, he tranſ- 
greſſed; and by fin ſeparated himſelf from Gop, 
who was his true life, having corrupted his whole 
nature; whereby he made himſelf liable to corporal 
and ſpiritual death. And being thus become wicked, 
perverſe, and corrupt in all his ways, he hath 
lolt all his excellent gifts, which he had received from 
GoD, and only retained a few remains thereof, which 
however are ſufficient to leave man without excuſe ; 
{or all the light which is in us is changed into darkneſs, 
as the ſcriptures teach us, ſaying : The light fbineth in 
darkneſs, and the darkneſs comprehended it not : Where 
vt, John calleth men darkneſs. Therefore we reje& 
all what is taught repugnant to this, concerning the 
free will of man, ſince man is but a ſlave to fin ; and 
has nothing of himſelf, unleſs it is given him from 
neaven, For who may preſume to boaſt, that he of 
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himſelf can do any good, fince Chriſt ſaith, no nan 
can come to me, except the Father which hath ſent me, 
&raw him? Who will glory in his own will, who un. 
derſtands that to be carnally minded is enmity againſt 
Goo? Who can ſpeak of his knowledge, ſince the 
' natural man receiveth not the things of the ſpirit of 
Goo. In ſhort who dare ſuggeſt any thought, ſince he 
knows that we are not ſufficient of ourſelves to think 
any thing as of ourſeives, but that our ſufficiency is 
of Gop ? . And therefore what the apoſtle faith ought 
juſtly to be held ſure and firm, that Gop worketh in 
us both to will and to do of his good pleaſure. For 
there is no will nor underſtanding, conformable to 
the divine will and underſtanding, but what Chriſt 
hath wrought in man. Which he teaches us, when he 
ſaith, wuithout me ye can do nothing. 
XV. Of original ſin. 

We believe that thro? the diſobedience of Adam, 
original {in is extended to all mankind ; which is a 
corruption of the whole nature, and an hereditary 
diſeale, wherewith infants themſelves are infected 
even in their mothers womb, and which produceth in 
man all ſorts of fin, being in him as a root thereof; 
and therefore is fo vile and abominable in the fight of 
God, that it is ſufficient to. condemn all mankind, 
Nor is it by any means aboliſhed or done away by 
baptiſm ; ſince fin always iſſues forth from this woeful 
ſource, as water from a fountain; notwithſtanding it 
is not imputed to the children of Gop unto condem- 
nation, but by his grace and mercy is forgiven them. 
Not that they ſhould reſt ſecurely in fin, but that a 
ſenſe of this courruption ſhould make believers often 
to ſigh, deſiring to be delivered from this body of 
death. Wherefore we reje& the error of the Pela- 
gians, who aſſert that fin proceeds only from imita- 
tion. 

XVI. Of eternal election. 

We believe, that all the poſterity of Adam, being 

thus fallen, into perdition and ruin, by the fin of ous, 
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arſt parents, that God then did manifeſt himſelf 
ſuch as he is; that is to ſay, MERCIFUL AND 
usr. MERCIFUL, ſince he delivers and pre- 
/crves from this perdition all whom he in his eternal 
and unchangeable council of mere goodneſs hath 
elected in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, without any reſpect 
to their works. FUST in leaving others in the fall 
aud perdition wherein they have involved them» 
lelves. 


XVII. Oythe recovery of fallen man. 

We believe that our moſt gracious Go in his ad- 
mirable wildom and goodneſs, ſeeing that man had 
thus thrown himſelf into temporal and ſpirituai death, 
and made himſelf wholly miſerable, was pleaſed to 
ſeek and comfort him hen he trembling fled from his 
preſence, promiſing him that he would give his Son, 
who ſhould be made of a woman to bruiſe the bead of 
tle ſerpent, and make him happy. 


XVIII. Of the incarnalionof Jeſus Chriſt. 


We confeſs therefore, that Gop did fulfil the pro- 
miſe which he made to the fathers, by the mouth of 
his holy prophets, when he ſent into the world, at 
the time appointed by him, his own, only begotten 
and eternal Son. Vs took upon him the form of a 
ſervant, and became like unto man, really aſſuming 
tle true human nature, with all its infirmities, ſin 
excepted, being conceived in the womb of the bleſ- 
ied Virgin Mary, by the power of the Holy Gholt, 
without the means of man. And did not only aſſume 
human nature as to the body, but alto a true human 
ſoul, that he might be a real man. For ſince the 
tou! was lolt as well as the body, it was neceſſary that 
ne ſhould take both upon him to ſave both. There- 
tore we conſeſs (in oppoſition to the hereſy of the Ana- 
baptiſts, who deny that Chriit aſſumed human fleſh 
vt his mother) that Chriſt is become a partaker of 
the fleſh and blood of the children: that he is a fruit 
vi the loins of David after the fleſh ; made of the ſeed 
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of David according to the fleſh, a fruit of the womb 
of the Virgin Mary: made of a woman: a branch of 
David; a ſhoot of the root of Jeſſe ; ſprung from the 
tribe of Judah : deſcended from the Jews according 
to the fleih ; of the ſeed of Abraham, fince he took 
upon him the ſeed of Abraham, and became like unto 
his brethren in all things ſin excepted ; ſo that in truth 
he is our IMMANUEL, that is to ſay, God with us, 
XIX. Of the unicn and diſtinction of the two na- 
tures in the perſon of Chriſt. 

We believe that by this conception, the perſon of 
the Son, is inſeparably united and connected with the 
human nature. So that there are not two Sons of 
Gop, nor two perſons, but two natures united in one 
fingle perſon, yet each nature retains it's own diſtin& 
properties. As then the divine nature hath always re- 
mained uncreated, without beginning of days or end 
of life, filling heaven and earth : alſo hath the hu- 
man nature not loſt its properties, but remained a 
creature, having beginning of days, being a finite 
nature, and retaining all the properties of a real 
body. And tho? he hath by his reſurrection given 
immortality to the ſame, nevertheleſs he hath not 
changed the reality of his human nature; for as much 
as our ſalvation and reſurrection alſo depend on the 
reality of his body. But theſe two natures are ſo 
cloſely united in one perſon, that they were not ſe- 
parated even by his death. Therefore that which he 
when dying commended into the hands of his Father, 
was a real human ſpirit, departing from his body: 
But in the mean time the divine nature always re- 
mained united with the human, even when he laid in 
the grave: And the God-head did not ceaſe to be in 
him, any more than it did when he was an infant, tho' 
it did not ſo clearly manifeſt itſelf for a while. Where- 
fore we confeſs, that he is vERY GOD; and very 
Man: Very Gop by his power, to conquer death; 
and very man that he might die for us according to 
the infirmity of his fleſh, 
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XX. That GOD hath manifeted his righteouſneſs and 
mercy in Chriſt, 


We believe, that Gop who is perfectly merciful 
and juſt, fent his Son to aſſume that nature, in which 
the diſobedience was committed, to make ſatisfaction 
in the ſame, and to bear the puniſhment of ſin by his 
molt bitter paſſion and death. Gop therefore mani- 
feited his juſtice againſt his Son, when he laid our 
iniquities upon him, and poured forth his mercy and 
goodneſs on us, who were guilty and worthy of dam- 
nation, out of mere and perfect love giving hisSon un- 
to death for us, and raiſing him for our juſtification, 
that through him we might obtain immortality and 
lite eternal. | 


XXI. OF the /atisfafion of Chrift our only high 
prieſt for us. 

We believe that Jeſus Chriſt 3s ordained with an 

oath to be an everlaſting high prieſt, after the order 


of Melchifedeck. Who hath preſented himſelf in our 


behalf before his Father, to appeaſe his wrath by his 
ful! ſatisfaction, offering himſelf on the tree of the 
croſs, and pouring out his precious blood to purge a- 
way our fins : as the prophets had foretold. For it is 
written, he was wounded for our trangreſſions, he was 
bruiſed for our iniquities : The chaſtijement of our peace 
was upon him, and with his ftripes we are healed : He 
was brought as a lamb io the laughter, and numbered 
with the tranſgrefſors and condemned by Pontius 
Pilate as a maletactor, though he had firſt declared 
him innocent. Therefore, he reſtored that which he 
tuck not away, and ſuffered, the juſt for the unjuſt, as 
well in his body as foul, feeling the terrible puniſh - 
ments which our ſins had merited, inſomuch hat his 
ſweat became like unto drops of blood falling on the 
zround. He called out, my GOD my GOD why haſt 
thou forſaken me? And hath ſuffered all this for the 
remiſlion of our fins. Wherefore we juſtly ſay with 
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the apoſtle Paul, ht avs know nothing, but Jeſut 
Chrift, and him crucified, aue count all things but of 
and dung for the excellency of the knowledge of Chriſt 
Jeſus cur Lord in whoſe wounds we find all manner 
of conſolation. Neither is it neceſſary to ſeek or in- 
vent any other means of being reconciled to God, 
than this only ſacrifice, once offered, by which be. 
lievers are made perfect for ever. This is alſo the 
reaſon why he was called by the angel of Gop, J- 
SUS, that is to fay, Saviour, becauſe he ſhould 
ſave his people from their ſins, 


XXII. Of cur Juſtification through faith in Jeſu 


rift. 


We believe that to attain the true knowledpe of 
this great miſtery, the Holy Ghoſt kindleth in our 
hearts an upright faith which embraces Jeſus Chriſt, 
with all his merits, appropriates him and ſeeks no- 
thing more beſides him. For it muſt needs follow, 
either that all things which are requiſite to our ſalva- 
tion are not in Jeſus Chriſt, cr if all things are in 
him, that then thoſe who poſſels Jeſus Chriſt through 
faith, have compleat ſalvation in him. Therefore 
ſhould any aſſert, that Chriſt is not ſufficient, but 
that ſemething more is required beſides him, would 
be too groſs a blaſphemy: For hence it -would 
follow, that Cbriſt was but half a Saviour. There- 
fore we juſtly ſay with Paul, „at ave are juftifed 
by faith alone, or by faith without works, However 
to ſpeak more clearly, we do not mean, that faith 
itſelf juſtifies us, for it is only an inſtrument with 
which we embrace Chriſt our RiGayTEOUSNESS: 
But Jeſus Chriſt imputing to us all his merits, and (0 
many holy works which he hath done for us, and in 
our ſtead, is our RicHTEOUsNEss, And faith is an 
inſtrument that keeps us in commuhion with him in al 
his benefits, which when become ours; ade more thai 
ſufficient to acquit us of cur fins, 
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XXIII. That our juſtification conſiſts in the forgive- 
neſs of fin, and the imputation of Chriſt's obedience. 


We believe that our ſalvation conſiſts, in the re- 
miſſion of our fins for Jeſns Chriſt's ſake, and that 
therein our righteouſneſs before Gop is implied: As 
David and Paul teach us, declaring this to be the 
happineſs of man, that Gop imputes righteouſneſs to 
him without works. And the ſame apoſtle ſaith, 
that we are juſtified freely, by his grace through the 
redemption which is in Jeſus Chriſt; And therefore 
we always hold faſt this foundation, aſcribing all the 
glory to God, humbling ourſelves before him, and 
acknowledping ourſelves to be ſuch as we really are, 
without preſuming to truſt in any thing in ourſelves, 
or in any merit of ours, relying and reiting upon the 
obedience of Chriſt crucified alone, which becomes 
ours, when we believe in him ; this is ſufficient to 
cover all our iniquities, and to give us confidence, 
in approaching to God; freeing the conſcience of 
fear, terror and dread, without following the exam- 
ple of our firſt father Adam, who trembling, attempt- 
ed to cover himſelf with fig-leaves. And verily if 
we ſhould appear before God, relying on ourſelves or 
on any other creature, though never ſo little, we 
ſhould, alas! be conſumed. And therefore every one 
muſt pray with David; O Lord enter not into judg- 
ment with thy ſervant : For in thy fight ſhall no man 
living be juſtified. 


XXIV. Of man's ſan#ification and good works, 
We believe that this true faith being wrought in 
man by the hearing of the word of Gop, and the o- 
peration of the Holy Ghoſt, doth regenerate and make 
him a new man, cauſing him to live a new life, and- 
treeing him from the bondage of fin, Therefore it 
is ſo far from being true, that this juſtifying faith 
makes men remiſs in a pious and holy life, that on the 
contrary without it they would never do any thing 
G 
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out of love to Gop, but only out of ſelf love or fear 
of damnation. Therefore it is impoſſible that this 
holy faith can be unfruitful in man, for we do not 
ſpeak of a vain faith, but of ſuch a faith, which is 
called in ſcripture, a faith that worketh by lowe, 
which excites man to the practice of thoſe works, 
which Gop has commanded in his word. Which 
works as they proceed from the good root of faith are 
good and acceptable in the ſight of Gop, for as much 
as they are all ſanctified by his grace: Howbeit they 
are of no account towards our juſtification. For it is 
by faith in Chriſt that we are juſtified, even before ue 
do good works : otherwiſe they could not be good 
works, any more than the fruit of a tree can be good, 
before the tree itſelf is good. Therefore we do 
good works, but not to merit by them (for what can 
we merit) nay, we are beholden to Gop for the good 
works we do, and not he to us: Sirce it is he that 
everketk in us both to will and to do of his good 
pleaſure. Let us therefore attend to what is written, 
when ye ſhall have done all thoſe things avhich are com- 
manded you, ſay, we are unprefitable ſervants : awe 
hade done that which was our duty to do, In the 
mean time we do not deny, that Gop rewards good 
works, but it is through his grace that he crowns his 
gifts. Morcover though we do good works, we do 
not found our ſalvation upon them, for we can do no 
work but what is polluted by our fleſh, and alſo pu- 
niſhable : and although we could perform ſuch works, 
ſtill the remembrance of one ſin is ſufficient to make 
Gop reject them. Thus then we ſhould always be in 
doubt, toſſed to and fro without any certainty, and our 
poor conſciences be continually vexed if they relied 
not on the merits of the ſufferings and death of our 


Saviour, | 
XXV. Of the aboliſhing of the ceremonial laau. 


We believe that the ceremonies and figures of the 
law, ceaſed at the coming of Chriſt, and that all the 
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ſhadows are accompliſhed : ſo that the uſe of them 
muſt be aboliſhed amongſt chriſtians, yet the truth 
and ſubſtance of them remains with us in Jeſus Chriſt, 
in whom they have their completion. In the means 
time we ſtill uſe the teſtimonies taken out of the Jaw 
and the prophets to confirm us in the doctrine of the 
goſpel, and to regulate our life in all honeſty, to the 
glory of God, according to his will. 


XXVI., Of Chriſt's interceſſion. 


We believe that we have no acceſs unto God, than 
aſone through the only mediator and advocate Jeſus 
Chriſt, the righteous, who therefore became man, 
having united in one perſon the divine and human 
natures, that we men might have acceſs to the divine 
Majeſty, which acceſs would otherwiſe be barred a- 
gainſt us. But this Mediator whom the Father hath 
appointed between him and us, ought in no wile to 
afright us by his majeſty, or cauſe us to ſeek another 
according to our fancy. For there is no creature ei- 
ther in heaven or on earth, who loveth us more than 
Jeſus Chriſt ; who though he was in the form of GOD, 
yet made himſelf of no reputation, and took upon him 
the form of a man and of a ſervant for us, and was 
made like unto his brethren in all things. If then we 
ſhould ſeek for another Mediator, who would be well 
affected towards us, whom could we find, who loved 
vs more than he, who laid down his life for us, even 
when we were his enemies? And if we ſeek for one 
who hath power and majeſty, who is there, that has 
ſo much of both as he, who fits at the right-hand of 
his Father, and who hath all power in heaven and 
on earth? And who will ſooner be heard than the own 
well beloved Son of Gop? Therefore it was only 
through diſfidence, that this practice of diſhonoring 
inſtead of honoring the ſaints, was introduced, do- 
ing that, which they never have done, nor required, 
but have on the contrary ſtedfaſtly rejected it accord- 
ing to their bounden duty, as appears by their writing. 
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Neither muſt we plead here our unworthineſs; for 
the meaning is not that we ſhonld offer our prayers to 
Go on account of our own worthineſs, but only on 
account of the excellency and worthineſs of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe righteouſneſs is become ours by 
faith. Therefore the apoſtle, to remove this fooliſh 
fear or rather miſtruſt from us, juſtly ſaith, that Je- 
Jus Chrift was made like unto his brethren in all things, 
that he might be a merciful and faithful high prieſt, to 
make reconciliation for the fins of the people. For in 
that he himſelf hath ſuffered, being tempted, he is able 
to ſuccour them that are tempted ; and further to en- 
courage us, he adds, ſeeing then that wwe have a great 
high prieſt, that is paſſed into the heavens, TFeſus the 
Son of GOD, let us hold faft our profeſſion. For we 
have not an high prieſt which cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities ; but was in Al points temp- 
ted like as we are, yet without fin. Let us therefore 


come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may ob- 


tain- mercy, and find grace to help in time of need, 
The ſame apoſtle ſaith, that we have boldneſs, to en- 
ter into the holieſt, by the blood of Feſus; let us draw 
near (faith he) with a true heart in full aſſurance of 
faith, Sc. Likewiſe, Chriſt hath an unchangeable 
prieſthood, wherefore he is able alſo to fave them to the 
uttermoſt, that come unto GOD by m, ſeeing he ever 
liveth to make interceſſion for them. What more can 
be required? Since Chriſt himſelf faith, J am the 
way and the truth, and the life, wo man cometh unto 
the Father but by me. To what purpoſe ſhould we 
then ſeek another advocate, fince it hath pleaſed 
Gov, to give us his own Son as an'advocate ? Let us 
not forſake him to take another, or rather to ſeek at- 
ter another, without ever being able to find him; 


For God well knew, when he gave him to us, that 


we were ſinners. Therefore according to the com- 
mand of Chriſt, we call upon the heavenly Father 
through Jeſus Chrift our only mediator, as we are 
taught in the Lord's prayer ; being aſſured that hat-

ever we aſk of the Father in his name, will be grant- 
ed us. 


XXVII. Of the catholic chriſtian church, 


We believe and profeſs, one catholic or univer- 
ſal church, which is an holy congregation, of true 
chriſtian believers, who all expecting their ſalvation 
in Jeſus Chriſt, _ waſhed by his blood, ſanctify- 
ed and ſealed by the Holy Ghoſt, This church hath 
been from the beginning of the world, and will be 
to the end thereof; which is evident from this, that 
Chriſt is an eternal king, which without ſubjects can- 
not be: And this holy church is preſerved or ſupport- 
ed by Gov, againſt the rage of the whole world; 
though ſhe ſometimes (for a while) appears very ſmall, 
and in the eyes of men, to be reduced to nothing: 
As during the perilous reign of Achab, he Lord re- 
ſerved unto him ſeven thouſand men, obs had net 


bowed their knees to Baal. Furthermore this holy 


church is not confined, bound or limited to a certain 
place, or to certain perſons, but is ſpread and diſ- 
perſed over the whole world, and yet is joined and 
united with heart and will, by the power of faith in 
one and the ſame ſpirit, 


XXVIII. That every one is bound to join himſelf to 
the true church. 
We believe, fince this holy congregation is an aſ- 
iembly of thoſe who are ſaved, and that out of it 
there is no ſalvation, that no perſon of whatſoever 
{tate or condition he may be, ought to withdraw 
himſelf, to live in a ſeparate ſtate from it; but that 
all men are in duty bound to join and unite them- 
ſelves with it, maintaining the unity of the church, 


ſubmitting themſelves to the doctrine and diſcipline 


thereof, bowing their necks under the yoke of Jeſus 

Chriſt, and as mutual members of the ſame body, 

ſerving to the edification of the brethren according 

to the talents Gop has given them, And that this 
G 2 
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may be the more effeQually obſerved, it is the duty of 
all believers, according to the word of Gop, to ſe- 
parate themſelves from all thoſe who do not belong 
to the church, and to join themſelves to this congre- 
gation, whereſoever Gop hath eſtabliſhed it, even 
though the magiſtrates and the edicts of princes were 
againſt it, yea though they ſhould ſuffer death or any 
ether corporal puniſhment. Therefore all thoſe who 
jeparate themſelves from the fame, or do not join 


themſelves to it, act contrary to the ordinance of 
Gov. | 


XXIX. Of the marks of the true church, and where- 
in ſhe differs from the falſe church. 


We believe, that we ought diligently and circum- 
ſpectly to diſcern from the word of Goo, which is 
the true church, ſince all ſets which are in the world 
aſitume to themſelves, the name of the church, But 
ue {peak not here of hypocrites, who are mixed in 
the church with the good, yet are not of the church, 
though externally in it: But we ſay that the body and 
communion of the true church mult be diſtinguiſhed 
from all ſeas who call themſelves the church. The 
marks by which the true church is known are thele : 
Tf the pure dectrine of the goſpel is preached therein: 
If ſhe maintains the pure adminiſtration of the ſacra- 
ments as inſtituted by Chriſt : If church diſcipline is 
exerciſed in puniſhing of fin : In ſhort if all things 
are managed according to the pure word of Gop, all 
things contrary thereto rejected; and Jeſus Chriſt 
acknowledged as the only head of the church. Hence 
the true church may certainly be known, from which 
no man has a right to ſeparate himſelf. With reſpect 
to thoſe who are members of the church, they may 
be known by the marks of chriſtians, namely, by 
faith; and when they have received Jeſus Chriſt the 
only, Saviour, avoid fin, follow after righteouſneſs, 
love the true God and their neighbour, neither turn 
eſide to the right or left, and crucify the fleſh with 
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the works thereof, But this is not to be underſtood, 
as if there did not remain in them great infirmities; 
but they fight againſt them through the ſpirit, alt 
the days of their life, continually taking their refuge 
to the blood, death, paſſion and obedience of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, in ohm they have remiſſion of 
fins, through faith in him. As for the falſe church, 
ſhe aſcribes more power and authority to herſelf and 
her ordinances, than to the word of Gop, and will 
not ſubmit herſelf to the yoke of Chriſt: Neither 
does ſhe adminiſter the ſacraments as appointed by 
Chriſt in his word, but adds to, and takes from them 
as ſhe thinks proper; ſhe relieth more upon men than 
vpon Chriſt; and perſecutes thoſe who hve holily ac- 
cording to the word of Gon, and rebuke her for her 
errors, covetouſneſs and idolatry. "Theſe two chureh- 
es are eaſily known and diſtinguiſhed, from each o- 
ther. 


XXX. Concerning the government of, and n»ffices in 
the church. 

We believe, that this true church maſt be governed 
by that ſpiritual policy, which our Lord hath taught 
us in his word; namely, that there maſt be miniſters 
or paſtors to preach the word of Gop, and to admi- 
niſter the ſacraments, alſo elders and deacons, who, 
together with the paſtors, from the council of the 
church: That by theſe means the true religion may 
be preſerved, and the true doctrine every where pro- 
pagated, likewiſe tranſgreſſors puniſhed and reſtrain- 
ed by ſpiritual means; alſo that the poor and diſtreſſ- 
ed may be relieved and comtorted, according to the 
neceſſities. By theſe means every thing will be car= 
ried on in the church with good order and decency, 
when faithful men are choſen, according to the rule 
preſcribed by St. Paul in his epiſtle to Timothy, 


XXXI. OF the miniſters, elders, and deacons. | 
We believe that the miniſters of God's word, and 
the elders and deacons, ought to be choſen to their 
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reſpeQire offices by a lawful election by the church, 
with calling upon the name of the Lord, and in that 
order which the word of God teacheth. Therefore 
every one mult take heed, not to intrude himſelf by 
indecent means, but is bound to wait till it ſhall 
pleaſe Gop to call him; that he may have teſtimony 
of his calling, and be certain and aſſured that it is of 
the Lord. As for the miniſters of Gop's word, they 
have equally the ſame power and authority whereſo- 
ever they are, as they are all miniſters of Chriſt, the 
only univerſal Biſhop, and the only head of the 
church, Moreover that this holy ordinance of Go» 
may not be violated or ſlighted, we fay that every 
one ought to eſteem the miniſters of Gop's word, and 
the elders of the church, very highly for their work's 
ſake, and be at peace with them, without murmur- 
ing, ſtrife or contention, as much as poſſible, 


XXXII. Of the order and diſcipline of the church, 

In the mean time we believe, though it is uſeful 
and beneficial, that thoſe who are rulers of the church 
inſtitute and eſtabliſh certain ordinances among them- 
ſelves for maintaining the body of the church; yet 
that they ought ſtudiouſly to take care, that they do 
not depart from thoſe things, which Chriſt our only 
maſter hath inſtituted. And therefore, we reject all 
human inventions, and all laws which man would in- 
troduce in the worſhip of Gob, thereby to bind and 
compel the conſcience, in any manner whatever, 
Therefore we admit only of that, which tends to 
nouriſh and preſerve concord, and unity, and to keep 
all men in obedience to Gop, For this purpoſe, ex- 
communication or church diſcipline is requiſite, with 
the ſeveral circumſtances belonging to it, according 
to the word of Gop, 


XXXIIT OF the ſacraments, 
We believe, that our gracious Gop, on account 
of our weakneſs and infirmities, hath ordained the 
ſacraments for us, thereby to ſeal unto us his promi- 
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ſes, and to be pledges of the good will and grace of 
Gop towards us, and alſo to nouriſh and ſtrengthen 
our faith; which he hath joined to the word of the 
goſpel, the better to preſent toour ſenſes, both that 
which he ſignifies to us by his word, and that which 
he works inwardly in our hearts, thereby aſſuring and 
confirming in us the ſalvation which he imparts to us. 
For they are viſible ſigns and ſeals of an inward and 
inviſible thing, by means whereof, Gop worketh in 
us by the power of the Holy Ghoſt. Therefore the 
ſigns are not in vain or inſignificant, ſo as to deceive 
vs, For Jeſus Chriſt is the true object preſented by 
them, without whom they would be of no moment. 
Moreover we are ſatisfied with the number of ſacra- 
ments which Chriſt our Lord hath inftituted, which 
are two only, namely, the Sa cRAM EN of baptiſm 
and the holy ſupper of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 


XXXIV. Of bah baptiſm. 


We believe and confeſs that Jeſus Chriſt, who is 
the end of the law, hath made an end, by the ſhedding 
of his blood, of all other ſheddings of blood, which 
men could or would make as a propitiation or ſatisfac- 
tion for ſin : And that he having aboliſhed circumci- 
fon, which was done with blood, hath inſtituted the 
ſacrament of baptiſm in ſtead thereof; by which we 
are received into the church of God, and ſeparated 
trom all other people and ſtrange religions, that we 
may wholly belong to him whole enſign and banner 
we bear: And ſerves as a teſtimony unto us, that he 
will forever be our gracious Gop and Father, There» 
tore he has commanded all thoſe who are his, to 
be baptiſed with pure water, in the name of the Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt : "Thereby 
ſignifying to us, that as water waſheth away the filth 
of the body, when poured upon it, and is ſeen on the 
body of the baptiſed, when ſprinkled upon him; ſo 
dath the blood of Chriſt, by the power of the Holy 
Gholt, internally ſprinkle the icul, and cicanſe it af 
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its fins, and regenerate us from children Ned, 
unto children of Gop. Not that this is effected by | 
the external water, but by the ſprinkling of the pre. 
cious blood of the Son of Gop; who 1s our red ſea, | 
through which we mult paſs, to eſcape the tyranny f 
of Pharach, that is, the devil, and to enter into the 


ſpiritual lend of Canaan, Therefore the miniſters, ( 
on their part, adminiſter the ſacrament, and that h 
which is viſible, but our Lord giveth that which is . 

a 


ſignified by che ſacrament, namely, the gifts and in- 
viſible grace, waſhing, cleanſing and purging our ſouls s 
of all filth and unrighteouſneſs; renewing our hearts, 


and filling them with all comfort; giving unto us a fr 
true aſſurance of his fatherly goodneſs, putting on P 
ec 


us the new man, and putting off the old man with all 
his deeds: Therefore we believe, that every man 8 
who is earneſtly ſtudious of obtaining life eternal, 
ought to be but once baptiſed with this only baptiſm, 
without ever repeating the ſame : ſince we cannot be 
born twice. Neither doth this baptiſm only avail us . 
at the time when the water is poured upon us, and“ 
received by us, but alſo through the whole courſe of Ne 
our life ; therefore we deteſt the error of the anabap- 
tiſis, who are not content with the one only baptiim 
they have once received, and moreover condemn the 
baptiſm of the infants of believers, whom we believe e 
ought to be baptiſed and ſealed with the ſign of the 
covenant, as the children in Iſrael formerly were cir- 
cumciſed, upon the ſame promiſes which are made 
unto our children. And indeed Chriſt ſhed his blood “ 
no leſs for the walhing of the children of the faithful WW © 
than for adult perſons ; and therefore they ought to n! 
receive the ſign and ſacrament of that which Chriſt 
'hath done for them; and as the Lord commanded in 
the law, that they ſhovId be made partakers of the de 
ſacrament of Chriſt's ſufferings and death, ſhortly 
after they were born, by offering for them a lamb, 
which was a ſacrament of Jeſus Chriſt. Moreover 
what circumciſion was to the Jews, that baptiſm is to 
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our children. And for this reaſon Paul calls baptiſm 
the circumciſion of Chriſt, 


XXXV. Of the holy ſupper of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


We believe and confeſs that our Saviour Jeſas 
Chriſt did ordain and inſtitute, the ſacrament of the 
holy ſupper, to nouriſh and ſupport thoſe whom he 
hath already regenerated and incorporated into his 
family, which is his church. Now thoſe who are re- 
generated, have in them a two-fold life, the one 
corporal and temporal, which they have from the 
firſt birth, and 1s common to all men: The other 
ſpiritual and heavenly, which is given them in their 
1 ſecond birth, which is effected by the word of the 
goſpel, in the communion of the body of Chriſt ; and 
this life is not common, but is peculiar to Goy's e- 
let. In like manner Gop hath given unto us, for 
the ſupport of the bodily and earthly life, earthly 
and common bread, which is ſubſervient thereto, and 
s common to all men, even as life itſelf. But for 
the ſupport of the ſpiritual and heavenly life, which 
believers have, he hath ſent a living bread which de- 
ſcended from heaven, namely Jeſus Chriſt, who nou- 
tihes and ſtrengthens the ſpiritual life of believe 
when they eat him, that is to ſay, when they os 
and receive him by faith in the ſpirit. Chriſt that 
ir. Je might repreſent unto us this ſpiritual and heavenly 
ide read, hath inſtituted an earthly and viſible bread, 
od {Wi « ſacrament of his body, and wine as a ſacrament 
ful We! bis blood, to teſtify by them unto us, that as cer- 
to Nainly as we receive and hold this ſacrament in our 
ri Winds, and eat and drink the ſame with our mouths, 
Jig WO) which our life is afterwards nouriſhed ; that we al- 
the do as certainly receive by faith (which is the hand 
ry ud mouth of our ſoul) the true body and blood of 
nb, riſt our only Saviour in our fouls, for the ſupport 
ver f our {p'ritual life. Now as it is certain and beyond 
s 10 doubt, that Jeſus Chriit hath not enjoined to us the 

le of his ſacraments in vain, ſo he works in us, all 
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what he repreſents to us by theſe holy ſigns, though 
the manner ſurpaſſes our underſtanding, and cannot 
be comprehended by us, as the operations of the 
Holy Ghoſt are hidden and incomprehenſible. In 
the mean time we err not when we ſay, that that 
which is eat and drank by us is the proper and natu- 
ral body, and the proper blood of Chriſt. But the 
manner of our partaking of the ſame, is not by the 
mouth bur by the ſpirit through faith. Thus then, 
though Chriſt always fits at the right hand of his Fa. 
ther in the heavens, yet therefore doth he not ceaſe 
to make us partakers of himſelt by faith. This ſeaſt 
is a ſpiritual table, at which Chriſt communicates 
himſelf with all his benefits to us, and gives us there 
to enjoy both himſelf, and the merits of his ſufferings 
and death, nouriſhing, ſtrengthening and comforting 
our poor comfortleſs fouls, by the eating of his fleſl;, 
quickening and reſreſhing them by the drinking of 
his blood. Further though the ſacraments are connect. 
ed with the thing ſignified, nevertheleſs both are not 
received by all men: The ungodly indeed receives 
the ſacrament to his condemnation, but he doth not 
receive the truth of the ſacrament: As Judas and 
Simon the ſorcerer both indeed received the ſacra- 
ment, but not Chriſt, who was ſignified by it, of 
whom believers only are made partakers. Laſtly, we 
receive this holy ſacrament in the aſſembly of the 
people of Gov, with humility and reverence, keep- 
ing up amongſt us a holy remembrance of the death 
of Chriſt our ſaviour, with thankſgiving: Making 
there confeſſion of our faith, and of the Chriſtian 
religion. Therefore no one ought to come to this 
table, without having previouſly rightly examined 
himſelf ; leſt eating of this bread and drinking of 
this cup, he eat and drink his own damnation. Ina 
word, we are excited by the uſe of this holy ſacra- 
ment, to a fervent love towards Gop, and our neigh: 
bour. I herefore we reject all mixtures and damna- 
ble inventions, which men have added unto, and 
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blended with the ſacraments, as profanations of them: 
And affirm that we ought to reſt ſatisfied with the or- 
dinance which Chriſt and his apoſtles have taught us, 
and that we mult ſpeak of them in the ſame manner as 
they have ſpoke. 


XXXVI. Of magiſtrates. 


We believe that our gracious Gop, becauſe of the 
depravity of mankind, hath appointed kings, prin- 
ces, and magiſtrates, willing that the world ſhould 
be governed by certain laws and polices ; to the end 
that the diſſoluteneſs of men might be reſtrained, 
and all things carried on among men with good or- 
der and decency. For this purpoſe he hath inveſted 
the magiſtracy with the ſword, for the puniſhment of evil 
doers, and fer the protection of them that do well. 
And their office is, not only to have regard unto, and 
watch for the welfare of the civil ſtate, but alſo ta 
protect the holy church ſervice, and to prevent and 
extirpate all idolatry and falſe worſhip, to deſtroy 
the kingdom of antichriſt, to prowote the kingdom 
of Jeſus Chriſt, and to take care, that the word of 
the goſpel be preached every where, that Gop may 
be honored and worſhiped by every one, as he com- 
mands in his word. Moreover it is the bounden du- 
ty of every one, of what ſtate, quality or condition 
ſoever he may be, to ſubje&_ himſelf to the magiſ- 
trates, to pay tribute, to ſhew due honor and reſpect 
to them, and to obey them in all things which are not 
repugnant to the word of Gop; to pray for dthem in 
their prayers, that God may rule and guide them in 
all Meir ways, and that we may lead a quiet and 
peaceable life in all godlineſs and honeſty, Where- 
tore we detelt the anabaptiſts and other ſeditious peo- 
ple, and in general all thoſe who reject the higher 
powers and m giirgges, and would ſubvert jultice, in- 
troduging a@mmumon of goods, and confound that 
decellh ud good order which Gop hath eſtabliſhed 
Among men. 
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XXXVII. Of the laſt judgment. 


Finally we believe, according to the word of God, 
when the time appointed by the Lord (which is un- 
* known toall creatures) is come, and the number of 
the elect complete, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt will come 
from Heaven, corporally and viſibly, as he aſcend- 
ed, with great glory and majeſiy, to declare himſelf 
judge of the quick and the dead; burning this old 
world with fire and flame, to cleanſe it. And then all 
men will perſonally appear before this great judge, 
both men and women, and children, that have been 
from the beginning of the world to the end thereof, 
being ſummoned by the voice of the archangel, and 
by the ſound of the trumpet of Gop. For all the 
dead ſhall be raiſed out of the earth, and their ſouls 
Joined and united with their proper bodies, in which 
they formerly lived. As for thoſe who ſhall then be 
liviag, they ſhall not die as the others, but be chang- 
ed in the twinkling of an eye, and from corruptible, 
become incorruptible. Then the books (that is to 
ſay the conſciences) ſhall be opened, and the dead judg- 
ed accordingly to what they ſhall have done in this 
world, whether it be good or evil. Nay men ſhall 
give an account of every idle word they have ſpoken, 
which the world onf counts amuſement and jeſt: And 
then the ſecrets and hypocriſy of men ſhall be diſcloſed 
and laid open before all. And therefore the conſider- 
ation of this judgment is juſtly terrible and dreadful 
to the wicked and ungodly, but moſt defirable and 
comfortable to the righteous and ele ; becauſe then 
their full deliverance ſhall be perfefted, and there 
they ſhall receive the fruits of their labor and trouble 
which they have borne. Their innocence ſhall be 
known to all, and they ſhall ſee the terrible ven- 
geance which God ſhall execute on the wicked, who 
moſt cruelly perſecuted, oppreſſed and tormented 
them in this world; and who ſhall be convicted by the 
teſtimony of their own conſciences, and become im- 
mortal, but for this purpoſe, to be tormented in that 
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everlaſting fire, which is prepared for the devil and 
his angels. But on the contrary the faithful and elect 
ſhall be crowned with glory and honor ; and the Son 
of Gop will confeſs their names before Gap his Fa- 
ther, and his elect angels; all tears ſhall be wiped 
from their eyes, and their cauſe which is now con- 
demned by many judges and magiſtrates, as hereti- 
cal and impious, will then be known to be the cauſe 
of the Son of Go. And for a gracious reward the 
Lord will cauſe them to poſſeſs ſuch a glory, as never 
entered into the heart of man to conceive. There- 
fore we expect that great day with a moſt ardent de- 
fire, tothe end that we may fully enjoy the promiſes 
of Gop in Chxiſt Jeſus our Lord. Amen. 
Even ſo come Lord Jeſus.

Eternal God, and moſt merciful Father, we humbly pro- 
ſtrate ourſelves before thy high majeſty, againſt which ge 
have ſo often and grievouſly oftendedz and acknowledge, if thou 
ſhouldſt enter into judgment with us, that we have deſerved nuthing 


but eternal death: for beſides that we all are by original ſin, 
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unclean in thy fight and children of wrath, conceived in fin and 
brought forth in iniquity, whereby all manner of evil luſts, 
ſtriving againſt thee and our neighbour, dwell within us; we 
have alſo indeed, frequently and without end, tranſgreſſed 
thy p ecepts neglecting what thou haſt commanded us, and 
done what thou haſt expteſely forbidden uu. We have ſtrayed 
like ſheep, and have greatly offended againit thee, which we ac- 
knowiedge, and are heartily ſorry for; nay we confeſs to our 
ſhame, and to the praiſe of thy mercy towares us, that our fins 
are more than the hairs of our heads, and that we are indebted 
ten thouſand talents, but not able to pay. Wherefore we ate 
nol worthy to be called thy children; nor to lift up our eyes 
towards Heaven, to pour out our prayers before thee. Nevet- 
theleſs O Lord God, and merciful Father, knowing that thou 
doſt not deſite the death of a ſinner, but that he may turn from 
h's wickedneſs and live; and that thy mercy is infinite, which 
thou ſheweſt unto thoſe who return to theez we heartily call 
upon thee, truſting in our Mediator Jeſus Chriſt, who is that 
Lamb of God, that taketh away the ſins of the world, and we 
beſeech thee, to commiſera:e our infirmity, forgiving us all our 
ſias for Chiiſt's ſake : waſh us in the pure fountain of his blood, 
that we may become clean and white as ſnow : Cover our 
nakeineſs with his innocence and righieouſneſs, for the glory of 
thy name's ſake: clear our underſtanting of all blindneſs, and 
our hearts of all hardneſs ang pride. Open the mouth of 
thy ſervant at preſea?, and repleniſh him with thy wiſdom and 
knowledge, that he may purely and confidently ſet forth thy 
word; prepare alſo cur hearts, that we may hear, underſtand 
and keep the ſame: write thy laws (according to thy promiſe) 
in the tables of our hearts, and ſtrengthen us to delight and 
walk in the ſame, to the praiſe and glory of thy name, and to 
the edification of thy church. O gracious Father we aſk for, and 
deſite all theſe things in the name of Jeſus Chriſt, who hath 
taught us thus to pray.

A Prayer to be uſed on the LORDS day at- 
ter ſermon. 


A LMIGHTY and merciful God, we acknowledge in our- 
(elves, and confeſs before thee, as the truth is, that we 

Ire not worthy to lift up our eyes towards Heaven and to pre- 
ſent our proys7s before thee, if thou ſhould reſpect our mcrits 
and worthineſs; for our conſciences accuſe us, and our fins bear 
witneſs againſt us, we alſo know, that thou art a righteous 
judge puniſhing the fins of thoſe, who tranſgreſs thy command- 
ments. But O Lord ſince thou haſt commanded us to call upon 
thee in all times of neceflity, and haſt of thine ineffable mercy 
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promiſed to hear our prayers, not becauſe of our merits (which 
are none) but for the merits of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, whom 
thou haft appointed to be our Mediator and Advocate: where- 
fore we forſake all other help, and take our refuge to thy mer- 
cy alone. | 

' Eſpecially O Lord, beſides the innumerable benefits which 
thou ſheweft to all mankind in general on earth, theu haſt in 
particular beſtowed manifold favours on us, which we are not 
capable to comprehend or expreſs : for thou haſt delivered us 
from the woeful ſlavery of the devil, and all idolatry, wherein 
we were held, and haſt brought us to the light of thy truth, 
aud to the knowledge of thy Holy Goſte!. On the contrary 
we have by our ingratitude been regardleſs of theſe thy benefits, 
we are departed from thee and have followed our own devices, 
not honouring thee as way our bounden duty to do. Thus have 
we, O Lord, grievouſly ſinned, and highly offended thee, and 
can expect nothing elſe than everlaſting death and damnation, 
if thiu ſh-u'dt deal with us accorcing to our deſerts, Yea 
we alſo perceive, O Lord, by the chaſtiſements, which thou 
daily art infliing on us, that thou art juſtly diſpleaſed with us. 
Fer ſince thou art juſt, thou wilt puniſh no man without cauſe 
and we alſo fee thine hand ſtretched out, further to puniſh us. 
But though thou didſt puniſh us more ſeverely than thou haſt 
hitherto done, nay tho' all the plagues fell upon us, wherewith 
thou didſt viſit the ſins of thy people Iſtael, we muſt ſtill con- 
feſs that thou wouldſt do us no injuſtice, But, O Lord, thou 
art our God, and we are but duſt and aſhes : thou art our Crea - 
tor, and we are thy handy work :*thou art our Shepherd, and 
we are thy ſheep : thou art our Redeemer, and we are thoſe 
whom thou haſt redeemed. Thou art our Father and we are thy 
children and heirs. Therefore do not puniſh us in thine anger, 
but chaſtiſe us mercifully, and preſerve that work which thou 
haſt of thy mercy begun in us, that the whole world may know 
and acknowledge thee to be our God and Saviour. Thy people 
Iſrael have frequently offended thee, and thou haſt juſtly pu- 
niſhed them, but as oft as they turned themſelves again to thee, 
thou didſt always mercifully receive them into favour. And 
though their fins and trap ſgreſſions were never fo great, thou 
didſt always avert thy wrath and puniſhment prepared for them 
by reaſon of the covenant which thou hadſt made with thy ſer- 
vants, Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob, fo that thou never haſt re- 
tuſed to hear the prayers of thy people, And we have of thy 
mercy even that ſame covenant, which thou hat erected in the 
hand of [eſus Chriſt our Mediator between thee and all believers ; 
nay itis no v more glorious and efficacious, ſinee Chriſt hath ratified 
and confirmed the ſame by his holy ſuftering and death, and en rauce 
into his glo-y. Therefore, O Lord, forſaking ourſelves, and all 
human alliſtance, we fly for ſuccovur to this bleſſed covenant 
of grace, by meant whercof our Lord Jeſus Chiiſt (having offeted 
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his body once on the croſs as a perſect ſacrifice for us) hath re- 
conciled us with the, forever. Therefore, O Lord, look up- 
oa the face of thine anointed and not our fins, that thine auger 
may be appeaſed by his interceſſion. And cauſe thy face to ſhine 
on us to our joy and ſal vation. Take us henceforth in thy ho- 
ly guidance and protection, and govern us with thy holy Spirit, 
who daily more and more mortifying our fleſh with all its luſt, 
renews us to a better life, and produces in us fruits of true 
faith, that hereby thy name may be glorified and praiſed to all 
eternity, and that we ceſpiſing ail tranſitory things may with an 
ardent deſire fix our thoughts only on things heavenly. 

And in as much as it is thy pleaſure that we ſhould pray for 
all mankind, we beſeech thee, to extend thy bleſlings on the 
doArine of thy holy Goſpe', that it may be preached and accept- 
ed every where, that the whole world may be filled with thy 
ſaving knowledge, that the ignorant may be converted, the weak 
ſtrengthened, that every one, not only in word, but alſo in deed, 
may magnify and ſanQtify thy holy name. 

Send forth fer this end, faithful labourers in thy harveſt.— 
And alſo repleniſh them with thy grace, that they may faith- 
fully ſerve before thee, Oa the contrary utterly deſtroy all falſe 
teachers, ravenous wolves, and hirelings, who ſeelc their own 
honour and advantage, and not the glory of thy holy name on- 
ly, nor the wel fare and ſalvation of ſouls. Be alſopleaſcd graci- 
ouſly to pieſetve and gorera all thy chriſtian «hurches, ſpread 
over the face of the carch; in unity of true faith, and in Godli- 
neſs of life, hat thy kingdom may daily increaſe, and that of 
ſa'an be ceſtroyed, till thy kingdom is per fected when thou ſhalt 
be all in all. 

Particulaily we pray for theſe United States of America ; keep 
them under thy holy protection; proſper them in their agri- 
culture, manutattures, commerce and literature; and let their civil 
and religio s rights be preſei ved inviolate to the lateſt poſter ty. 

Bleſs and long preſerve thy ſervan', the preficent cf the United 
States, Bieſs the vice prefident ; the ſenate and houſe of repre- 
ſentatives in congreſs aſſembled. Bleſs all placed in authority 
throughout the ſtates, aud eſpecially in the ſtate wherein were- 
lice; the governor of the ſtate, the magiſtrates, and all others 
entruſted with powers, eicher legiſlative or executive, —Reple- 
n ſh them all with thy grace and heavenly gifts, each in his :e- 
ſ;ecive calling and ſtate, wherein thou haft placed him, that 
they may wiſely govern, and fſtrenuouſly protect the people, 
whom thou haſt committed co their care, ſaithſully defend. thy 
worthip end rightly ad miniſter juſtice among the people: pre- 
fide with thy holy Spirit in their aſſemblies, that in all caſes they 
may reſolve nothing but what is good and becoming, and let the 
laws be happily executed: that theſe United States being pre- 
ſerved from all enemies, the evil doers puniſhed, and the juſt 
protected, thy name hereby may be praiſed, and the kingdom 
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of che King of Kings, Chriſt Jeſus, promoted; and that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godlineſs and honeſty. 
Moreover we pray for our brethren, who are under perſecution or 
tyranny; comfort th:m with thy holy Spirit, and merciſully 
deliver them: ſuifer not thy church wholly to be 4eftroyed, nor 
the remembrance of thy name to be aboliſhed from the face of 
the carth, leſt the enemies of thy truth triumph to the diſho- 
nouring and blaſpheming of thy name. But if it is thy divine 
will, that the ſuffering cariftians, ſhould die for the glory of thy 
name, and by their death witaeſs unto the truth, comfort them 
in theic ſufferings, that they conſidering them as coming from 
thy Fatherly hand, may therefore doing thy will, remain ſted- 
faſt, whether in life or death; to thy glory, to the edification of 
thy church, and to their ſalvation. We likewiſe beſeech thee, 
for al! thoſe whom thou dat atflit, with poverty, impriſonment, 
lickneſs of body, or trouble of mind, comfort them all, O Lord, 
according to their ſeveral neceſlities, Grant that their chaſtiſe- 
meat may bring them to the knowledge of theic fins, and to an 
amendment of their lives. Give them allo fiem patience, alle vi- 
ate th:ir ſuiferings,and finally deliver them, that they may rejoice 
ia thy goodneſs, an1 eternally praiſe thy name.

The Form for the Adminiſtration of Bap- 
tiſm, to Infants of Believers. 


HE principal parts of the doctrine of holy 
baptiſm are theſe three: Ft. That we 
with our children are conceived and born in fin, 
and therefore are children of wrath, in fo much 
that we cannot enter into the kingdom of God, 
except we are born again. This the dipping in 
or ſprinkling with water teaches us, whereby the 
impurity of our ſouls is ſignified, and we admo- 
niſhed to loath, and humble ourſelves before God, 
and ſeek for our purification and falvation 
without ourſelves. 

S-condly. Holy baptiſm witneſſeth and ſealeth 
unto us the waſhing away of fins through Jeſus 
Chriſt. Therefore we are baptiſed in the name 0 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt. 
For when we are baptiſed in the name of the Fa- 
ther, God the Father witneſſeth and ſealeth unto 
us, that he doth make an eternal covenant of grace 


ard therefore will provide us with every good 
thing, and avert all evil, or turn it to our profit. 
And when we are baptiſed in the naine of the Son, 
the Son ſealeth unto us, that he doth waſh us in his 
blood of all our ſins, incorporating us into the fel- 
lowſhip of his death and reſurrection, ſo that we 
are freed from all our fins, and accounted righte- 
ous before God. In like manner, when we are 
baptiſed in the name of the Holy Ghoſt, the 
Holy Ghoſt aſſures us, by this holy ſacrament, 
that he will dwell in us, and ſantlify us to be mem- 
bers of Chriſt, applying unto us, that which 
we have in Chriſt, namely, the waſhing away of 
our ſins, and the daily renewing of our lives, till 
we ſhall finally be preſented without ſpot or wrin- 
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kle among the aſſembly of the elect in life eternal. 

Thirdly. Whereas in all covenants, there are 
contained two parts ; therefore are we by God 
through baptiſm, admoniſhed of, and obliged un- 
to new obedience, namely, that we cleave to this 
one God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt; that 
we truſt in him, and love him with all our hearts, 
with all our ſouls, with all our mind, and with 
all our ſtrength ; that we forſake the world, cru- 
_ our old nature, and walk in a new and holy 

te, 

And if we ſometimes through weakneſs fall in- 
to ſin, we muſt not therefore deſpair of God's 
mercy, nor continue in fin, ſince baptiſm is a ſeal 
and undoubted teſtimony, that we have an eter- 
nal covenant of grace with God. | 

And although our young children do not un- 
derſtand theſe things, we may not therefore ex- 
clude them from baptifm, for as they are without 
their knowledge, partakers of the condemnation 
in Adam, fo are they again received unto grace 
in Chriſt ; as God ſpeaketh unto Abraham the fa- 
ther of all the fauhful, and therefore unto us and 
our children. Gen. 17. 7. Saying, Tull eta- 
bliſh my covenant between me and thee, and thy ſced 
after thee, in their generations, for on le 
covenant ; to be a God unto thee, and to th oo 
after thee, This alſo the Apoſtle Peter tell 1eth, 
with theſe words, Acts 2. 99. For the promiſe 
is unto you, and to your children, and to all that 
are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God 
ſhall call. Therefore God formerly.commanded 
them to be circumciſed, which was a ſeal of the 
covenant, and the righteouſneſs of faith : and 
therefore Chriſt alſo embraced them, laid his hands 
upon them and bleſſed them: Mark, CHAT. 10.

Since then baptiſm is come in the place of cir- 
cumciſion, therefore infants are to be baptiſed as 
heirs of the kingdom of God, and his covenant.

OWEVER children of chriſtan parents (altho' they un- 
-erſtind not this myſte 5) muſt be baptiſed by virtue of 

the covenant; yet it is not lawful to 5aptiſe thoſe who are come 
to years of diſcretion, except they fi ſt be ſenſible of their ſins, 
and mike conſe ion both of their repentance and faith in Chiiſtz 
for this cauſe hath not only John the Biptift preached (ac- 
cording fo the e mmand of God) the baptiſm of repen a ee, 
and baptiſed, for the rem ſſior of ſins, thoſe who confeſſed th: ir 
fins, Mark 1, and Luke 3. But our Lord Jeſus Chriſt hath 
alſo commanded his diſciples to teach al nations, and then, to 
baptiſe them, in the nume of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghoſt, Mat. 23. Mark 16. Adding this promiſe: 
He that believeth, and is baztiſed, ſhall be ſaved, According 
to which rue, the Apoſtles, as zppe:reth out of Ads, 2. 10. 
and 16. have baptiſed nene who were of years of dif _retion, but 
ſach who made confeſſion of their faith and repentance; there- 
fe it is not iawful now a days, to baptiſe any other adult per- 
ſons, than ſuch as have been taught the myſteries of holy bap- 
tiſm, by the preaching of the goſpel, and are able to give an 
zccount of their faith by the confeſſion of the mouth. Since 
therefore you N. are alſo defir: ns of holy bapt'ſm, to the end, 
it may be to you a ſ:al of your ingrafiing into the church of 
God, that it may appear that you do not only receive the chri- 
fti.n religien, in which you have been privately inſtructed by us, 
and of aich alſo you have made confeſſion before us; but that 
yee (throu h the grace of God) intend and purro'z to lead a 
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life according te the ſame ; you are ſincerely to give anſwer be- 
fore God and his church; Fit. Doſt thou believe in the only

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The Form for the Adminiſtration of the 
LORD's SUPPER. 
ELOVED in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, attend 
to the words of the inſtitution of the holy 
ſupper of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as they are de- 
livered by the holy Apoſtle Paul, 1 Cor. 11. 
23—JO. 

3797 I have received of the Lord, that which al- 
/o I delivered unto you, that the Lord Feſus, the 
ſame mght in which he was betrayed, took bread ; 
and when he had given thanks, he brake it, and 
aud, take eat, this 15 my body, which is broken for 
you, this do in remembrance of me. And after the 
ſame manner alſo, he took the cup, when he had 
upped, ſaying this cup is the new teſtament in my 
blood, this do ye, as oft as ye drink it in remem- 
brance of me, for as oft as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's death till he 
come, wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat this bread, and 
armk this cup of the Lord unworthily, ſhall be guil- 
ty of the body and blood of the Lord. But let a man 
examine himſelf, and ſo let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup ; for he that eateth and drink- 
th unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to 
humſelf, not diſcerning the Lord's body, That we 
may now celebrate the ſupper of the Lord to our 
comfort, it is above all things neceſſary. 

Firſt. Rightly to examine ourſelves. 

Secondly. To direct it to that end, for which 
Chriſt hath ordained and inſtituted the ſame, name- 
ly, to his remembrance. The true examination of 
ourſelves, conſiſts of theſe three parts. 

Firſt. That every one conſider by himſelf, his 
ins and the curſe due to him for them, to the 
end that he may abhor and humble himfelf before 
God : conſidering that the wrath of God againſt 
lin is ſo great, that (rather than it ſhould go un- 
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puniſhed) he hath puniſhed the ſame in his beloved 
Son Jeſus Chriſt, with the bitter and ſhameful 
death of the crols. 

Secondly. That every one examine his own 
heart, whether he doth believe this faithfut pro- 
mile of God that all his fins are forgiven him, 
only for the ſake of the paſſion and death of Je. 
ſus Chriſt, and that the perfect righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt is imputed and freely given him as his own, 
yea, ſo perfectly as if he had ſatisfied in his own 
perſon for all hus fins, and fulfilled all righteouſ— 
nels, | 

Tiardly. That every one examine his own con- 
ſcience, whether he purpoſeth henceforth to ſhew 
true thankfulneſs to God in his whole life, and 
to walk uprightly before him: as alſo, whether 
he hath laid aſide unfeignedly all enmity, - hatred, 
and envy, and doth firmly reſolve henceforward to 
woll in tre le and nope with his neighbour, 

4x. (avie then who are thus diſpoſed, God will 
certainly receive in mercy, and count them wor- 
thy partalers of the table of his Son Jeſus Chriſt. 
On the contrary, thoſe who do not feel this teſ- 
timony in their hearts, eat and drink judgment to 
themſelves. 

Therefore we alſo, according to the command 
of Chriſt and the Apoſtle Paul, admoniſh all 
thoſe who are defiled with the following fins, to 
keep themſelves from the table of the Lord, and 
declare to them that they have no part in the king- 
dom of Chriſt; ſuch as all idolaters, all thoſe who 
invoke deceaſed ſaints, angels, or other creatures; 
all thoſe who worſhip images ; all inchanters, di- 


viners, charmers, and thoſe who give credit to 


ſuch inchantments; all deſpiſers of God and his 
word, and-of the holy ſacraments ; all blaſphem- 
ers; all thoſe who are given to raiſe diſcord, ſetts 
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and mutiny in church or ſtate ; all perjured per- 
ſons ; all thoſe who are diſobedient to their parents 
and ſuperiors ; all murderers, contentious per- 
ſons, and thoſe who live in hatred and envy againſt 
their neighbours; all adulterers, whoremongers, 
drunkards, thieves, uſurers, robbers, gameſters, 
covetous, and all who lead offenſive lives. 

All theſe, while they continue in ſuch fins, 
ſhall abſtain from this meat (which Chriſt hath 
ordained only for the faithful) leſt their judgment 
and condemnation be made the heavier. But this 
is not deſigned (dearly beloved brethren and ſiſ- 
ters in the Lord) to deject the contrite hearts of 
the faithful, asif none-might come to the ſupper of 
the Lord, but thoſe who are without ſin; for we do 
not come to this ſupper, to teſtify thereby that we 
are perfect and righteous in ourſelves; but on the 
contrary, conſidering that we ſeek our life out of 
ourſelves in Jeſus Chriſt, we acknowledge that 
we lie in the midſt of death: therefore, notwith- 
ſtanding we feel many infirmities and miſeries in 
ourſelves, as namely, that we have not perfect 
faith, and that we do not give ourſelves to ſerve 
God with that zeal as we are bound, but have dai- 
ly to ſtrive with the weakneſs of our faith, and 
the evil luſts of our fleſh ; yet, ſince we are (by 
the grace of the Holy Ghoſt) ſorry for theſe weak- 
neſſes, and earneſtly deſirous to fight againſt our 
unbelief, and to live according to all the command- 
ments of God: therefore we reſt aſſured that no 
ſin or infirmity, which ſtill remaineth againſt our 
will, in us, can hinder us from being received of 
God in mercy, and from being made worthy par- 
takers of this heavenly meat and drink. 

Let us now a//o conſider, to what end the Lord 
hath in- ſtituted his ſupper, namely, that we do it 
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in remembrance of him : Now after this manner 
are we to remember him by it. 

Firſt. That we are confidently perſuaded in 
our hearts, that our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, (accord- 
ing to the promiſes made to our forefathers in the 
old teſtament) was ſent of the Father into the 
world: that he aſſumed our fleſh and blood; that 
he bore for us the wrath of God (under which we 
ſhould have periſhed everlaſtingly) from the be. 
ginning of his incarnation, to the end of his life 
upon earth, and that he hath fulfilled for us, all 
obedience to the divine law, and righteouſneſs : 
eſpecially, when the weight of our ſins and the 
wrath of God preſſed out ot him the bloody ſweat 
an the garden, where he was bound that we might 
be freed from our fins : that he afterwards ſuffer. 
ed innumerable reproaches, that we might never 
be confounded. That be was innocently con- 
demned to death, that we might be acquitted at 
the judgment ſeat of God : yea, that he ſuffered 
his bleſſed body to be nailed on the crofs,—that 
he might fix thereon the hand writing of our fins: 
and hath alſo taken upon himſelf the curſe due to 
us, that he might fill us with his bleſſings ; and 
hath humbled himſelf unto the deepeſt reproach 
and pains of hell, both in body and ſoul, on the 
tree of the croſs, when he cried out with a loud 
voice, my God, my God! why haſt thou forſaken 
me ? That we might be accepted of God, and ne- 
ver be forſaken of him. And finally confirmed 
with his death and ſhedding of his blood, the new 
and eternal teſtament, that covenant of grace and 
reconciliation, when he ſaid it is eniſhed. 

And that we might firmly believe that we be- 
long to this covenant ot grace, the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, in his laſt ſupper, took bread, and when 
he had given thanks, he brake it, and gave it to 
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to his diſciples and ſaid, Take eat, this 1s my body 
which 1s broken for you, this do in remembrance 
of me; in like manner allo after ſupper he took 
the cup, gave thanks and ſaid, Drink ye all of it, 
this cup is the new teſtament in my blood, which 
is ſhed for you and for many, for the remiſſion of 
fins ; this do ye as often as ye drink it in remem- 
brance of me: that is, as often as ye eat of this 
bread and drink of this cup, you ſhall thereby, 
as by a ſure remembrance and pledge, be admo- 
niſhed and aſſured of this my hearty love and 
faithfulneſs towards you ; that whereas you ſhould 
otherwiſe have ſuffered eternal death, I have given 
my body to the death of the croſs, and ſhed my 
blood for you; and as certainly feed and nouriſh 
your hungry and thirſty ſoul with my crucified 
body, r ſhed blood to everlaſting life, as this 
bread is broken before your eyes, and this cup is 


given to you, and you eat and drink the ſame with 


your mouth, in remembrance of me. 

From this inſtitution of the holy ſupper of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, we ſee that he directs our faith 
and truſt to his perfect ſacrifice (once offered on 
the croſs) as to the only ground and foundation of 
our ſalvation, wherein he 1s become to our hungry 
and thirſty ſouls, the true meat and drink of life 
eternal, For by his death he hath taken away the 
cauſe of our eternal death and miſery, namely, fin ; 
and obtained for us the quickening ſpirit, that we 
by the ſame (which dwelleth in Chriſt as in the 
head, and in us as his members) might have true 
communion with him, and be made partakers of 
all his bleſſings, of life eternal, righteouſneſs and 
glory. 

Beſides, that we by the ſame ſpirit may alſo be 
united as members of one body in true brotherly 
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love, as the holy Apoſtle ſaith, For we being ma- 


ny, are ene bread and one body ; for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. For as out of man 
grains one meal is ground, and one bread baked, 
and out of many berries being preſſed together, 
one wine floweth, and mixeth itſelf together; ſo 
ſhall we all, who by a true faith are ingrafted into 
Chriſt, be altogether one body, through brotherly 
love, for Chriſt's ſake, our beloved Saviour, who 
hath ſo exceedingly loved us: and not only ſhew 
this in word, but alſo in very deed towards one 
another, 

Hereto aſſiſt us, the Almighty God and Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, through his holy 
Spirit, AMEN. 


That we may obtain all this, let us humble 
ourſelves before God, and with true faith 
implore his grace. 
Moſt merciſul God and Father, we beſeech 
N thee, that thou wilt be pleaſed in this ſup- 
r (in which we celebrate the glorious remem- 
— om of the bitter death of thy beloved Son Je- 
ſus Chriſt) to work in onr hearts through thy ho-

made partakers of the new and everlaſting teſta- 
ment, and of the covenant of grace, That we 
may not doubt but thou wilt forever be our gra- 
cious Father, never more imputing our ſins unto 
us, and providing us with all things neceſſary as 
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well for the body as the foul, as thy beloved chil. 
dren and heirs; grant us alſo thy grace, that we may 
take upon us our croſs cheerfully, deny ourſelves, 
confeſs our Saviour, and in all tribulations with 
uplifted heads expect our Lord Jeſus Chriſt from 
heaven, where he will make our mortal bodies

"fence given by our fellow-member N. to the end that he, by 
your chriftian admonitions, and prayers to God, might be 
brought to repentance, and ſo be freed from the bonds of the 
devil, (by whom he is held captive) and recovered by the will 
of the Lord; but we cannot conceal frem ycu, with great ſor- 
row, that no one has as yet appeared before us, who hath in the 
leaſt given us to unlerſtand, that he by the frequent admoniti- 
ons given him, (as well in private as before witneſſes, and in 
the preſence of many) is come to any remorſe for his ſins, or | 
hath ſhewn the leaſt tokens of true repentance; ſince then he 
daily aggravates his fin (which in itſelf is not ſmal!) by his ſtub- 
bornneie, and ſince we have ſigniſied unto ycu the laſt time, that | 
In caſe he did not repent, after ſuch patience ſhewn him by the 
church, we ſhould bz un er the diſagreeable rneceflity of being 
further grie ved for him, and come to the laſt remedy ; where- 
fore we at th's preſent are neceſſitated to preceed to this excom- 
munication according to the command and charge given us by 
Gad in his holy wordz to the end that he may hereby te made 
f poſſible) aſh med of his ſins, and likewiſe that we may not 
by this rotten and as yet incurable member, put the whole bo- 
dy of the church in danger, and that God's name may not be 
blaſphemed. 

Therefore we the miniſters and rule s of the church of God 
being here : ſſembled in the name and authority of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, declare before you all, that for the aforeſaid reaſons we 
have excommunicated, and by thiſe do excommunicate N. frem 
the church of God, and from fellowſhip with Chriſt, and the 
holy ſacraments, and f.om all the ſpiritual bleſſings and bene- 
fis which God promiſeth to and beſtows upon his church, ſo 
long as he obſtinately and impenitently pe ſiſts in his fins, and 
is therefore to be a:counted by you as an heathen man ud a 
publican, according to the command of Chriſt, MAT. 18. who 
faith, that whatſoever his miniflers ſhall bind on earth, ſhall be 
bound in heave". 

Further we erhert you beloved Chriſtians, to keep no compa- 
ry with him, that he may be aſhamed: yet count him not zs 
an epemy, but at all times admonifh him as you would a bro- 
ther. la the m:an time let every on: take warning by this and 
ſuch like exam>oles, to ferr the Lord, and diligently take heed 
vnto himſelf, If he thinketh be flandet b, left be fall; but having 
true fellow ſhip with th: Fither and his Son I] ſus Chriſt, toge-

ther wich all faithful chriſtians, remain ſtedfaſt therein to the 


end, and ſo obtain eternal ſalvation. You have ſ:en, beloved 
brethren and fiſters, in what manner this our excommunicated 
brother hath begun to fall, and by degrees is come to ruin ; ob- 
ſerve therefore, how ſubtil ſatan is, to bring man to deſtructi- 
on, and to withdraw him from all ſalutary means of Cllyation; 
guard then, againſt the leaſt beginnings of evil, and laying aſide, 
according to the exhortation of the apoſtle, every weight and 
the fin wobich does ſo eaſily beſet us, let us run with patience the 
race that is ſet before us, looking unto Feſus the author and finiſher 
of our faith 3 be ſober, wwatch and pray, leſt you enter into tempta- 
tion. To day if you will bear the voice of the Lord, barden not 
your pearts, 2 work out your own ſalvation with fear and trem- 
bling ; and every one repent of his fins, leſt that our God hum- 
ble us again, and that we ſhould be obliged to bewail ſame one 
of you : but that you may with one accord, living in all god- 
lineſs, be our crewn and joy in the Lord, 

Since it is God who worketh in us, both to will and to do of 
his good pleaſure, let us call upon his holy name with coafeſſion

Righteous God and merciful Father, we bewail our ſins 
before thy high majeſty, and acknowledge that we have 
deſerved the grief and ſorrow cauſed unto us by the cutting oft 
of this our late fellow member; yea we all deſerve, ſhouldſt thou 
enter into judgment with us, by reaſon of our great tranſgreflions, 
to be cut off and baniſhed from thy preſence, But O Lord 
thou art merciful unto us for Chriſt's ſake, forgive us our treſ- 
paſſes, for we heutily repent of them, and daily work in our 
hearts a greater meaſure of ſorrow for them; that we may, fcar- 
ing thy judgments, which thou executeſt againſt the Riff-necked, 
enJeavour to pleaſe thee: grant us to avoid all poliution of the 
world, and thoſe who are cut off from the communion of the 
church, that we may not make ourſelves partakers of their ſins; 
and that he who is excommunicated may become aſhamed of 
his fins : and fince thou defiret not the death of a ſinner, but 
that he may repent and live, and the boſom of thy church is 
always open for thcſs who turn away from their wickedneſs : 
we therefore humbly beſeech ther, to kindle in our hearts a pi- 
cus zeal, that we may labour, with good chtiflian adm vnicions 
and examples, to bring again this excommunicated perſon on the 
right way, together with all thoſe who through unbelief or diſ- 
ſoluteneſs of life go aſtray | 
Give thy bleſſing to our admonitions, that we may have rea- 
ſon thereby to rejoice again in him, for whom we muſt now 
mourn : and that thy holy name may be praiſed, through cur 
Lord Jeſus Chiiſt, who hath thus taught us to pray, 
Ounx FATHER, & 
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The form of re-admitting excommunicated 
perſons into the church of Chriſt. 


ELOVED in the Lord, it is known unto you, that ſome time 

ago our fellow member N. was cut off from the church of 
Chriſt : we cannot now conceal from you, that he by the above- 
mentioned remedy, as alſo by means of good admonitions and 
your chriſtian prayers, is come ſo far that he is aſhamed of hit 
ſins, praying us to be fe- admitted into the communion of the 
church. 

Since we then by virtue of the command of God, are in 
duty bound to receive ſuch perſons with joy, and it being ne- 
ceſlaty that good order ſhould be uſed therein, we therefore 
give you to underſtand hereby, that we purpoſe to looſe again 
the aforementioned excommunicated perſon from the bond of 
excommunication the next time when by the grace of God we 
celebrate the ſupper of the Lord, and receive him again into 
the communion of the church; except any one of you in the 
mean time, ſhall ſhew juſt cauſe why this ought not to be done, 
of which you muſt give notice to us in due time, In the mean 
time, let every one thank the Lord, for the meicy ſhewn this 
poor ſinner, beſeeching him, to perfect his work in him to his 
eternal ſalvation, Amen. 


Afterwards, if no impediment be alledged, the Miniſter 
ſhal! preceed to the re-admiſſon of the excommunicated 
finner, in the following manner: 


Beloved chriſtians, we have the laſt time informed you of 
the repentance of our fellow member N. to the end that he 
might with your fore-knowiedge be again received into the church 
of Chriſt: and whereas no one has alledged any thing why his 
re- edmiſſion ought not to tzke place, we therefore at preſent 
purpoſe to proceed to the fame, 

Our Lord Jeſus Chiiſt, Mar. Cx ar. 18, having confirmed 
the ſentence of his chureK in the excommunicating of imteni- 
tent finners ; declareth immediately thereupon, that whotſcever 
bis miniſters ſhall looſe on earth, all be Tooſed in beaven; where- 
by he giveth to underftand, that when any perſon is cut off 
from his church, he is not deprived of all hopes of ſalvation ; 
but can again be looſed from the bonds of condemnation. 
Therefore ſince God declares in his word, not to take pleaſure 
in the death«gf,a finner, but that he turn from bis wickedneſs 
and I've, fo the church always hopes for the repentance of the 
backſlidden ſinner, and keepeth her boſom open to receive the 
penitent : accordingly the apoſtle Paul, 1 Cor. 5, command- 
ed the Coriothian (whom he had declared ought to be cut eff 
from the church) to be again received and comforted, ſince be- 
ing reptoved by many, he was come to the knowledge of his fins; 
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to the end that he ſhou!d not be ſwallowed up with over much 
ſorrow. 2 Cor. 2. 

Secondly, Chriſt teacheth us in the aforementioned text, that 
the ſeateace of abſolu tion, which is pa ſl:d upon ſuch a penitent 
ſinner, according to the word of God, is counted ſure and firm by 
th: Lord; therefore no one onght to doubt in the leaſt, who 
truly repents, that he is aſſuredly eceived by God in mercy, as 
Chriſt ſaith, John, Chap. 20. Whoſe ſcever fins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them. 

But now to proc2ed to the matter in hen]: I aſk thee N. whe- 
ther thou doſt dechire bere wich all thine heart before God and 
his church, that thou art fiacerely ſury for the ſin and ſtubb orn- 
neſs f which thou haſt been juſtly cut off from the church? 
he her thou dcſt a! ſo truly believe, that the Lord hath forgiven 
thec, ani deth forgive thy fias for Chriſt's ſak- and that thou 
therefore art defi-ous to be te- admitted into the church of Chriſt, 
prom fing henceforth to live in all godlineſs, according to the 
tomm ind of the Lord?

We then here aſf mbled, in the name and authority of the 
Lord Jeſus Chit, declare thee N. to be abſolved from the bonds 
of excommunication 3 and do recieve thee again into the church 
of the Lord, and declare unto thee that thou art in the commu- 
ion of Chriſt and of the holy ſacraments, and of all the ſpiritu- 
al bleſſings and benefits of God, which he promiſeth to and be- 
fioweth upon his church: may the eternal God preſerve thee 
therein to the ene, through his only begotien Son Jeſus Chriſt, 
Amen. 

Be therefore aſſured in thy heart my beloved brother, that the 
Lord hath again received thee in mercy. Be diligent heacefor- 
ward to guard thyſelf againſt the ſubtilty of ſatan, andthe wick- 
edneſs of the worl!, to the end that you may not fall again in- 
to ſin; love Criſt, for many fins are forgiven thee. | 

And you beloved chriftians, receive this your brother with 
hearty affection; be glad that he was dead and is alive aga'ny 
he was loſt and is found: rejoice with the Angels of heaven, over 
this ſinner who repenteth: count bim no longer as a ſtranger, 
but as a fellow citizea with the ſaints, and of the houſe hold of 
God. 

And whereas we can have no good of ourſelyes, let us praiſing 
and magnifying the Lord Almighty, imploze his mercy, ſaying, 

RACIOUS God and Father, we thank thee through Jeſus 
Chrift, that thou haſt been pleaſed to give this our fellow 


brother repentance unto life, and us cauſe to rejoice in his con- 
\crſion, We beſeech thee, ſhew him thy mercy, that he may 
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become moe and more affured in his mind of the remiſſion of 
hi: fins, end that he may receive from thence inexpieſſible joy 
and delight, to ſerve thee. And whereas he hath heretofore by 
his fins offended many, grant that he may by bis converſion 
ecily many. Grant a'ſo that he may ſtedfaſtly walk in thy 
waye, to the end; and may we learn from this example, that 
with thee is mercy, that thou mayeſt be feared; and that we 
counting him for our brcther and co-heir of life eternal, may 
joinily ſerve thre with filial fear and obedience all the days of 
our life, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, in whoſe name we thus 
conclude our prayer:

The Form for ordaining the Miniſters of 
God's Word. 


The ſermon and the uſual prayers being 
hniſhed, the Miniſter ſhall thus ſpeak 


to the congregation. 


ELOVED brethren, it 1s known unto you, 
that we have now at three different times 
publiſhed the name of our brother N. here pre- 
fent, to learn whether any perſon had aught to 
offer concerning his dottrine or life, why he might 
not be ones to the miniſtry of the word. And 
whereas no one hath appeared before us, who hath 
alledged any thing lawful againſt his perſon, we 
{ſhall therefore at preſent, in the name of the Lord, 
proceed to his ordination ; for which purpoſe, 
you N. and all thoſe who are here preſent, ſhall 
firſt attend to a ſhort declaration taken from the 
word of God, touching the inſtitution and the ot- 
fice of paſtors and miniſters of God's word; where, 
in the firſt place you are to obſerve, that God our 
heavenly Father, willing to call and gather a church 
from amongſt the corrupt rage of men unto life 
eternal, doth by a particular mark of his favour 
uſe the miniſtry of men therein. 
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Therefore Paul ſaith, that the Lord 7-/us Chrift 
bath given ſome apoſtles, and ſome prophets, and 
ſome evangelifls, and ſome paſtors and miniſ- 
ters for the perfeting [4 the ſaints, for the work 
sf the mimſtry, for the edifying of the body of Chriſt. 
Here we ſee that the holy Apoſtle among other 
things ſaith, that the paſtoral office is an inſtitu. 
tion of Chriſt. 

What this holy office enjoins, may eaſily be 
gathered from the very name itſelf; for as it is 
the duty of a common ſhepherd, to feed, guide, 
protett and rule the flock committed to his charge; 
ſo it is with regard to theſe ſpiritual ſhepherds, 
who are ſet over the church, which God calleth 
unto ſalvation, and counts them as ſheep of his 
paſture. The paſture with which theſe ſheep are 
fed, is nothing elſe but the preaching of the goſ- 
pel, accompanied with prayer, and the admini- 
tration of the holy ſacraments; the ſame word 
of God is likewiſe the ſtaff with which the flock 
is guided and ruled, conſequently it is evident, 
that the office of paſtors and miniſters of God's 
word is, 

Fir/t. That they ſhall faithfully explain to their 
flock, the word of the Lord, revealed by the writ- 
ings of the prophets and apoſtles ; and apply the 
lame, as well in general, as in particular, to the 
edification of the hearers, with inſtructing, ad- 
moniſhing, comforting, and reproving, accord- 
ing to every one's need, preaching repentance to- 
wards God, and reconciliation with him through 
taith in Chriſt ; and refuting with the holy ſcrip- 
tures all ſchiſms and hereſies which are repugnant 
to the pure doctrine. All this is clearly ſignified 
to us in holy writ, tor the Apoſtle Paul ſaith, that 
the/e labour in the word : and elſewhere he teach- 
cily that this mult be done according to the meas" 
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fure or rule of faith : he writes alſo, that a paſtor 
muſt hold of and rightly divide the faithful and 
ſincere word which is according to dotirine 7 like. 
wiſe, he that propheſeeth (that is preacheth God's 
word) /peaketh unto men to ediſicalion, and exhor- 
tation and comfort in another place he propoſes 
himſelf as a pattern to. paſtors, declaring that he 
hath publicly, and from houſe to houſe, taught and 
teſtified repentance toward God, and faith toward 
our Lord Feſus Chnijt : but particularly we have 
a clear deſcription of the oſſice, and miniſters of 
God's word, 2 Corinth, 5 chap. 18, 19, and 
20 verſes, where the Apoſtle thus ſpeaketh, And 
all things are of God, who hath reconciled us to 
hamfelf, by Jeſus Chriſt, and hath given to us 
(namely, to the apoſtles and paſtors) the miniſtry 
of reconciliation ; to wit, that God was in Chriſt, 
reconciling the world unto himſelf, not imputing ther 
treſpaſſes unlo them, and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconculiation, Now then we are am- 
bafſadors for Chriſt, as though God did beſeech you 
by us ue pray you in Chriſt's ftead, be ye re- 
conciled to bod. Concerning the refutation of 
falſe doctrine, the ſame apoſtle ſaith, Tit. 1. 9. 
That a miniſter muſt hold faſt the faithful word 
of God, that he may be able by ſound dottrine, 
both to convince and ſilence the gain- ſayers. 
Secondly. It is the office of the miniſters, pub- 
licly to call upon the name of the Lord in behalt 
of the whole congregation ; for that which the 
apoſtles ſay, we will give ourſelves continually to 
_ prayer, and to the miniſiry of the word, is com- 
mon to theſe paſtors with the apoſtles ; to which 
St. Paul alluding, thus ſpeaketh to Timothy: J 
exhort therefore, that firſt of all, ſupplications, pray- 


ers, tnterceſſions, and giving of thanks be made jor 
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all men ; for kings, and for all that are in autho- 
ity, Ec. 1 Tim. 2, 1 and 2. 

Thirdly. Their office is, to adminiſter the ſa- 
craments, which the Lord hath inflituted as ſeals 
of his grace: as is evident from the command 
given by Chriſt to the apoſtles, and in them to all 
paſtors, baptſe them in the name of the Father, and 


of the Son, and of the Holy Ghojl. Likewiſe, far 
1 have received of the Lord, that witch alſo I de- 
ltvered unto you, that the Lord Feſus the ſame night 
in which he was belrayed, Ec. 

Finally, it is the duty of the miniſters of the word, 
to keep the church of God in good diſcipline, and 
to govern it in ſuch a manner as the Lord hath or- 
dained ; for Chriſt having ſpoke of the chriſtian 
diſcipline, ſays to his apoſtles, whatſoever ye füll 
ind on earth, ſhall be bound in teaven. And Paul 
will, that the miniſters know how to rule their 
own houſe, fince they otherwiſe neither can pro- 
vide for, nor rule the church of God. This is 
the reaſon why the paſtors are in ſcripture called, 


watchmen, for they have the overſight of the houſe 
of God, wherein they are converiant, to the end, 
that every thing may be tranſatted with good or- 
der and decency ; and allo to open and ſhut, with 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven, committed 
to them, according to the charge given them by 
God. 

From theſe things may be learned, what a glo- 
rious work the miniſterial office is, fince ſo great 
things are effected by it; yea how highly ncceſla- 
1y it is for man's ſalvation, which is alſo the rea- 
lon, why the Lord will, that ſuch an othce ſhould 
always remain: for Chriſt ſaid, when he ſent 
iprth his apollles to officiate in this holy function,

Lo, I am always with you even unto the end of the 
world ; where we ſee his pleaſure is, that this ho- 
ly office (for the perſons to whom he here ſpeak- 
eth, could not live to the end of the world) ſhould 
always be maintained on earth. And therefore 
Paul exhorteth Timothy, to commit that which 
he had heard of him, to ſauthful men, who are able 
te teach others, as he alſo, having ordained Titus 
a miniſter, further commanded him, to ordain 
elders in every city. Tit. 1. 5 

Foraſmuch therefore as we, for the maintain- 
ing of this office in the church of God, are now 
to ordain a new miniſter of the word, and having 
ſuſhciently ſpoke of the office of ſuch perſons, 
therefore you N. ſhall anſwer to the following 
queſtions, which ſhall be r on to you, to the 
end that 1t may appear to all here 2 that 
thou art inclined to accept of this office as above 
deſcribed. 

Lit. Taſk thee, whether thou feeleſt in thy 
heart that thou art lawfully called of God's church, 
and therefore of God himſelf, to this holy mi- 
niſtry ? | 

Secondly. Whether thou doſt believe the books 
of the old and new teſtament to be the only word 
of God, and the perfect doctrine unto ſalvation, 
and doſt rejett all doctrines repugnant thereto ? 

Thirdly. Whether thou doſt promiſe faithful. 
ly to diſcharge your office, according to the ſame 
doftrine, as above deſcribed, and to adorn it with 
a godly life : alſo to ſubmit thyſelf in caſe thou 
ſhouldit become delinquent either in lite or doc- 
trine, to eccleſiaftical admonition, according to 
the public ordinance of the churches ? 


Anſwer. Yes, truly, with all my heart.

And ſay, | 

God our heavenly Father, who hath called thee 
to this holy miniſtry, enlighten thee with his Holy 
Spirit, ſtrengthen thee with his hand, and ſo govern 
thee in thy miniſtry, that thou mayeſt decently 
and fruitfully walk therein, to the glory of his 
name, and to the propagation of the kingdom of 


his Son Jeſus Chriſt, Amen. 


Then the Miniſter ſhall from the pulpit, ex- 
hort the ordained Miniſter, and the congre- 
gation, in the following manner: 


„Take heed therefore, beloved brother, and 
fellow ſervant in Chriſt, unto yourſelf and 
* to all the flock, over which the Holy Ghoſt 
* hath made you overſeer, to feed the church of 
„God which he hath purchaſed with his own ' 
blood: love Chriſt, and feed his ſheep, taking 
the overſight of them not by conſtraint, but 
* willingly : not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
mind, neither as being lord over God's heri- 
tage, but as an example to the flock. Be an 
example of believers, in word, in converſation, 
in charity, in ſpirit, in faith, in purity. Give 
* attendance to reading, to exhortation, to doc- 
* trine. Neglect not the gift that is in thee, me- 
* ditate upon thoſe things, give thyſelf wholly to 
them; that thy profiting may appear to all, take 
* heed to thy dottrine, and continue fledtait 
therein. Bear patiently all ſufferings and op- 
preſſions as a good ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt, for in 


* 
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doing this thou ſhalt both ſave thyſelf and them 
** that hear thee. And when the chief Shepherd 
** {tail appear, you ſhall receive a crown of glory 
* that fadeth not away.“ 

And you likewiſe, beloved Chriſtians, receive 
this your miniſter in the Lord with all gladneſs, 
and hold ſuch in reputation :** Remember that 
God limfeli through him ſpeaketh unto and be- 
ſeecheth yon. Receive the word which he ac- 
cording to the ſcripture ſhall preach unto you, 
net as the word of man, but (as it is in truth) 
« the word of God. Let the feet of thoſe that 
1 brcach the goipel of peace, and bring glad ti- 
dings Of good things, be beautiful and pleaſant 
* unto you. Obey them that have the rule over 
« you, and, ſubmit yourſelves; for they watch 
for your ſouls, as they that mult give account, 
« that they may do it with joy, and not with grief, 
« for that is unprofitable for you. If you do theſe 
« things it ſhall come to pals, that the peace of 
« God ſhall enter into your houſes, and that you, 
+ who receive this man in the name of a prophet, 
*+* ſhall receive a prophet's reward, and through 
his preaching, believing in Chriſt, ſhall through 
« Chriſt inherit life eternal.“ 

Since no man is of himſelf fit for any of theſe 
things, let us call upon God with thankſgiving : 
ERCIFUL Father, we tha; k thee that it plea ſeth th ee, 

by ih» mir iftry of mer, to gather a church to thy ſe fun- 
to life eternal, flem emongt che loft childien of men: we bets 
thee for {> gracicully providing the church in ths place with a, 
faithful n in ter, we beſeech thee to qualify him daily more and 
more by the hcly ſpirit, for the minittry to whick thou haſt or- 
eained and called him; enlighten his uncerflanding to ec mpte- 
lend thy holy wore, ard give him vt'erarce, that he m y t olely 
open his mouth, to make Kk own ard cilfenſe the myſleries ef 
the goſpel. Endue tie with wiſdom and valour, to rue the 
people aright over which he is ſ t, and to preſerve hem in chriſti- 
an peace, do che cud tht thy church under his aam'niſtrat. oa 
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and by h's good example, may increiſe in number and in virtue. 
Grant him courage to bear the diffi-ulties and troubles which ha 
may meet with in his miniſtry, tht being ſtrengthened by the 
comfort of thy ſpirit, he may remain ſtedf.ft to the end, and bz 
received with all faithful ſervants irto the joy of his maſter. 
Cive thy grace alſo to this peop'e and chu ch, that they may be- 
comingly de port themſelves towards this their miniſter; that 
they may acknowledge him to b: fent of th:e ; that they may 
receive his doct- ine with all reverence and {,brait the mſelves to 
his exhortations. To the end that they may by his word be- 
lieving in Chriſt, be made pa:takers of eternal Efe. Hear us, 
O Father, through thy beloved Son, who hath thus taught us ta 
pray, Our FATHER, &.

ELOVED Chriſtians, you know that we have 

ſeveral times publiſhed unto you the names 
of our brethren here preſent, who are choſen to 
the office of elders and deacons in this church, to 
the end that we might know whether any perſon 
had aught to alledge why they ſhould not be or- 
dained 1n their reſpettive offices : and whereas no 
one hath appeared before us, who hath alledged 
any thing lawful againſt them, we ſhall therefore 
at preſent in the name of the Lord, proceed to 
their ordination. 

But firſt, you who are to be ordained, and all 
thoſe who are here preſent, ſhall attend to a ſhort 
declaration from the word of God concerning the 
inſtitution and the office of elders and deacons : 
of the chli 15 to be obſerved, that the word el- 


der o vide!t (which is taken out of the old teſta-

ment, and ſignifieth a perſon who is placed in an 
honourable oſſice of government over others) is 
zpplicd to two ſorts of perſons who miniſter in the 
church of Jeſus Chriſt : for the apoſtle ſaith, % 
elders that rule well, ſhall be counted worthy of dou- 
ble honour, eſpecially they who labour in the word 
and dotirine, Hence is evident that there were 
two ſorts of elders in the Apoſtolic church, the 
former whereof did labour in the word and doc 
trine, and the latter did not. The firſt — 
miniſters of the word and paſtors, who preached 
the goſpel and adminiſtered the ſacraments ; but 
the others who did not labour in the word, and 
ſtill did ſerve in the church, bore a particular 
office, namely, they had the overſight of the 
church, and ruled the ſame with the miniſters of 
the word : for Paul, Rom. chap. 12. having ſpoke 
of the miniſtry of the word, and alſo of the office 
of diſtribution or deaconſhip, ſpeaketh afterwards 
particularly of this office, ſaying : He that ruleth, 
{ct Him do it with diligence likewiſe in another 
place he counts government among the gifts and 
offices which God hath inſtituted in the church; 
1 Cor. 12. Thus we ſee that theſe forts of mi— 
niſters are added to the others who preach the 
golpel, to aid and aftiſt them, as in the old teſta- 
ment the common Levites were to the prieſts in 
the ſervice of the tabernacle, in thoſe things which 
they could not perform alone: notwithſtanding 
ihe offices always remained diſtinet one from 
the other. Moreover it 1s proper that ſuch men 
Hould be joined to the miniſters of the word 
in the government of the church, to the end, 
that thereby all tyranny and lording may be 
kept out of the church of God, which can ſooner 
creep in when the government is placed in the 
bands of one alone, or a very few. And thus 
he miniſters of the word, together with the elders, 
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form a body or aſſembly, being as a council of 
the church, repreſenting the whole church ; to 
which Chriſt alludes when he ſaith, Tell the churck 
—which can in no wiſe be underſtood of all and 
every member of the church in particular, but ve- 
ry properly of thoſe who govern the church, out 
of which they are choſen. 

Therefore in the t place the office of the el- 
ders 1s, together with the miniſters of the word, 
to take the overſight of the church which 1s com- 
mitted to them, and diligently to look, whether 
every one properly deports himſelf in his confeſſi- 
on and converſation ; to admoniſh thoſe who be- 
have themſelves diſorderly, and to prevent as much 
as poſſible, that the ſacraments be not profaned : 
allo to act (according to the Chriſtian diſcipline) 
againſt the impenitent, and to receive the penitent 
again into the boſom of the church; as doth not 
only appear from the abovementioned ſaying of 
Chriſt, but alſo from many other places of holy 
writ, as 1 Cor. chap. 5. and 2 Cor. chap. 2. that 
theſe things are not only entruſted to one or two 
perſons, but to many who are ordained thereto. 

Secondly. Since the apoſtle enjoineth, that all 
things ſhall be done decently and in order, amongſt 
. chriſtians, and that no other perſons ought to 
ſerve in the church of Chriſt but thoſe who are 
lawfully called, according to the chriſtian ordi- 
nance, therefore it is alſo the duty of the elders 
to pay regard to it, and in all occurrences, which 
are relative to the welfare and good order of the 
church, to be aſliftant with their good counſel and 
advice, to the miniſters of the word, yea, alſo to 
{erve alt chriſtians with advice and conſolation. 

Uhardly. It is allo their duty particularly to 
have regard unto the doctrine and converſation of 
the miniſters of the word, to the end that all things 
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may be directed to the edification of the church ; 
and that no ſtrange doctrine be taught, accordin 
to that which we read, Acts 20, where the . 
tle exhorteth to watch diligently againſt the wolves 
who might come into the ſheep-fold of Chriſt: 
for the performance of which, the elders are in 
duty bound diligently to ſearch the word of God, 
and continually to be meditating on the myſteries 
of faith. 

Concerning the deacons; of the origin and in- 
ſtitution of their office we may read, Akts 6. 
where we find that the apoſtles themſelves did in 
the beginning ſerve the poor, At whoſe feet 
was brought the price of the things that were 
* fold : and diſtribution was made unto every man 
according as he had need. But afterwards when 
* a murmuring aroſe, becauſe the widows of the 
Grecians were neglected in the daily miniſtrati- 
on:“ men were choſen (by the advice of the 
apoſtles) who ſhould make the ſervice of the poor 
their peculiar buſineſs, to the end that the apoſtles 
mght continually give themſelves to prayer, and lo 
the miniſtry of the word. And this has been con- 
tinued from that time forward in the church, as 
appears from Rom. 12. Where the apoſtle ſpeak- 
ing of this office, ſaith, ke that giveth, let him do 
# with fimplicity. And 1 Cor. 12. 28. ſpeaking 
of helps, he means thoſe who are appointed in 
the church to help and aſſiſt the poor and indigent 
in time of need ; from which paſſages we may ea- 
ſily gather, what the deacon's office is, namely, 
that they in the firſ place collect and preſerve 
with the greateſt fidelity and diligence, the alms 
and goods lunch are given to the poor: yea, to 
do their utmoſt endeavours, that many good means 
be procured for the relief of the poor. 


* L 
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The ſecond part of their office conſiſts in diſ- 
tribution, wherein is not only required diſcretion 
and prudence to beſtow the alms only on objects 
of charity, but alſo cheerfulneſs and ſimplicity to 
aſſiſt the poor with compaſſion and hearty affec- 
tion : as the apoſtle requires, Rom. chap. 12. and 
2 Cor. chap. 9. For which end it is very bene- 


| ficial that they do not only adminiſter relief to the 


poor and indigent with external gifts, but alſo 
with comfortable words from ſcripture. | 

To the end therefore, beloved brethren N. N. 
that every one may hear, that you are 2 to 
take your reſpective offices upon you, ye ſhall 
anſwer to the following queſtions. 

And in the firlt place I aſk you, both elders and 
deacons, whether ye do not feel in your hearts, 
that ye are lawfully called of God's church, and 
conſequently of God himſelf, to theſe your re- 
ſpective holy offices? 

Secondly. Whether ye believe the books of the 
old and new teſtament to be the only word of 
God, and the perfect dottrine of ſalvation, and 
do rcjett all doctrines repugnant thereto ? 

Tiardly, Whether ye promiſe, agreeable to 
{aid doetrine, faithfully according to your ability, 
to diſcharge your reſpective offices, as it is here 
deſcribed : ye elders in the government of the 
church together with the miniſters of the word: 
and ye deacons 1n the miniſtration to the poor? 
Do ye alſo jointly promiſe to walk in all godlineſs, 
and to ſubmit yourſelves, in caſe ye ſhould become 
remiſs in your duty, to the admonitions of the 
church.

es, 


Then the Miniſter ſhall fay, þ 
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The Almighty God and Father, repleniſh you 
all with his grace, that ye may faithfully and fruit. 
fully diſcharge your reſpective offices, Amen. 


TheMinifter ſhall further exhort them, and 3 


whole congregation in the following manner, 


Therefore ye elders be diligent in the govern- 
ment of the church, which is committed to you, 
and the miniſters of the word. Be alſo as watch- 
men over the houſe and city of God, faithfully 
to admoniſh and to caution every one againſt 
his ruin. Take heed that purity of doctrine and 
godlineſs of life be maintained in the church of 
God. And ye deacons be diligent in collecting 
the alms, prudent and cheerful in the diſtribution 
of the ſame : aſſiſt the oppreſſed, provide for the 
true widows and orphans, ſhew liberality unto all 
men, but eſpecially to the houſhold of faith. 
Be ye all with one accord faithful in your offi- 
ces, and hold the myſtery of the faith in a pure con- 
ſcrence, being good examples unto all the people. 
In ſo doing you will purchaſe to yourſelves a good 
degree, 9 great boldneſs in the faith, whach is in 
Chriſt Feſus, and hereafter enter into the joy of your 
Lord. On the other hand, beloved chriſtians, re- 
ceive theſe men as ſervants of God; count the el- 
ders that rule well, worthy of double honour, give 
yourſelves willingly to their inſpettion and go- 
vernment. Provide the deacons with good means 
to aſſiſt the indigent. Be charitable, ye rich, give 
liberally, and contribute willingly. And ye or. 
be poor in ſpirit, and deport yourſelves reſpett- 
fully towards your + nar be thankful to them 
and avoid murmuring ; follow Chriſt for the food 
of your ſouls, but not for bread, Let him that 
hath flole (or who hath been burthenſome to his 
neighbours) fleal no more: but rather let him la- 
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hour, working with his hands the things which are 
good, that he may give to him that needeth. Each 
of you doing theſe things in your reſpethve cal- 
lings, ſhall receive of the Lord, the reward of 
11ghteouſneſs. But ſince we are unable of ourſelves, 
let us call upon the name of the Lord, ſaying, 


Lord God and heavenly Father, we thank thee that it 

hath pleaſed thee, for the better edification of thy church, 
to ordain in it, beſides the miniſters of the word, rulers and af- 
fiſtents, by whom thy church may be preſerved in peace and proſ- 
perity, and the indigent aſſiſted; and that thou haſt at preſent 
granted us in this place, men who are of good teſtimony, and we 
hope endowed with thy ſpirit. We beſeech thee repleniſh them 
mere and more with ſuch gifts, as are neceſſary for thera in their 
miniſtration ; with the gifts of wiſdom, courage, diſcretion, and 
benevelence, to the end that every one may in his reſpective of- 
fice, acquit himſelf as is becoming; the elders in taking diligent 
heed unto the doctrine ard converſation, in keeping out the 
wolves from the ſheep-fold of thy beloved Son ; and in admo- 
niſhing and reproving diſorderly perſons. In like manner, the 
deacons in carefully receiving and liberally, and prudently diſtri- 
buting of the alms to the poor, and in comforting them with 
thy holy word. Give grace both to the elders and deacons. that 
they may perſevere in their faithful labour, and never become 
weary by reaſon of any trouble, pain or perſecution of the world. - 
Grantalſo eſpecially thy divine grace to this people, over whom 
they are placed, that they may willingly ſubmit themſelves to 
the good exhortations of the elders, counting them worthy of ho- 
nour for their work's ſake; give alſo unto the rich, liberal hearts 
towards the poor, and to the poor grateful hearts towards thoſe 
who help and ſerve them; to the end that every one aquitting 
himſelf of his duty, thy holy name may thereby be magnified, 
and the kingdom of thy Son Jeſus Chiiſt, enlarged, in whoſe 
name we conclude our prayers, &c. 


The Form for the Confirmation of Mar- 
riage, before the Church. 


| W married perſons are generally, 

by reaſon of ſin, ſubjett to many trou- 
bles and afflittions ; to the end that you N. and N. 
(who deſire to have your marriage bond publicly 


confirmed, here in the name of God, before this 
9 
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church) _ alſo be aſſured in your hearts of the 
certain aſſiſtance of God in your afflictions, hear 
therefore from the word of God, how honoura- 
ble the married ſtate is, and that it is an inſlitution 
of God, which is pleaſing to him. Wherefore he 
alſo will (as he hath promiſed) bleſs and aſſiſt the 
married perſons, 14 on the contrary judge and 
puniſh whoremongers and adulterers. 

In the firſt place you are to know, that God 
our Father, (after he had created heaven and earth, 
and all that in them is) made man zn is own 
image and (theneſs, that he ſhould have dominion 
over the beaſts of the field, over the fiſn of the 
ſea, and over the fowls of the air. And after he 
had created man, he ſaid, It zs not good that man 


ſhould be alone, I will make him an help meet for 


tam. And the Lord cauſed a deep ſleep to fall upon 
Adam, and he ſlept, and he took one of has abs, and 
yes up the fleſh inſlead thereof. And the 116 
which the Lord God had talen from man, made he 
a woman, and brought her unto the man. And Adam 
faid, this is now bone of my bone, and fleſh of my 
fleſh : ſhe ſlall be called woman, becauſe ſhe was 
taken out of man. Therefore ſhall a man, leave his 
father, and his mother, and ſhall cleave unto tis 
wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh. Therefore ye 
are not to doubt but that the married {tate 1s plea- 
ling to the Lord, ſince he made unto Adam his 
wife, brought and gave her himſelf to him to be 
his wife; witneſſing thereby that he doth yet as 
with his hand bring unto every man his wife. For 
this reaſon the Lord Jeſus Chriſt did alſo highly 
honour it with his preſence, gifts and miracles in 
Cana of Galilee, to ſhew thereby, that this holy 
ſtate ought to be kept honourable by all, and that 
he will aid and aſſiſt the married perſons even 
when they are leaſt expecting it. 
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But that ye may live godly in this ſlate, you 
muſt know the reaſons wherefore God hath inſli- 
tuted the ſame. The firſt reaſon 1s, that each 
faithfully aſſiſt the other in all things that belong 
to this life, and a better. : 

Secondly. That they bring up the children 
which they ſhall get, in the true knowledge and 
fear of God, to his glory, and their ſalvation. 

Thirdly, That each of them avoiding all un- 
cleanneſs and evil luſts, may hve with a good and 
quiet conſcience. For to avoid fornication, let 
very Man have his own wife, and every Wife her 
own huſband ; inſomuch that all who are come to 
their years, and have not the gift of continence, 
are bound by the command of God, to enter into 
the marriage ſtate, with knowledge and conſent 
of parents, or tutors and friends; that ſo the tem- 


ple of God, whach 1s our body, may not be defiled, 


for, —_— defileth the temple of God, hum ſhall 
God de 


roy. 

Next, 5 are to know, how each is bound to 
behave reſpectively towards the other, according 
to the word of God. 

Firſt. You who are the bridegroom, ſhall know, 
that God hath ſet you to be the head of your wite, 
that you, according to your ability, ſhall lead her 
with diſcretion ; inſtrutting, comforting, protett- 
ing her, as the head rules the body ; yea, as Chriſt 
is the head, wiſdom, conſolation, and aſſiſtance 
to his church. Beſides, you are to love your wife 
as your own body, as Chriſt hath loved has church e 
you ſhall not be bitter againſt her, but dwell with 
her as a man of -underſtanding, giving honour to 
the wife as the weaker veſſel, conſidering that ye are 


Joint hers of the grace of life, that your prayers be 


not hindered ; and fince it is God's command, 
M | 
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that the man ſhall eat his bread in the ſweat of his 


face, therefore you are to labour diligently and 
faithfully, in the calling wherein God hath ſet 
you, that you may maintain your houſhold ho. 
neſlly, and likewiſe have ſomething to give to the 
poor. 

In like manner ſhall you, who are the bride, 
know how you are to carry yourſelf towards your 
huſband, according to the word of God: you are 
to love your lawful huſband, to honour and fear 
him, as alſo to be obedient unto him in all lawful 
things, as to your Lord, as the body is obedient to 
the head, and the church to Chriſt. You ſhall not 
exerciſe any dominion over your huſband, but be fi- 
lent : for Adam was firſt created, and.then Eve to 
be an help to Adam ; and after the fall, God ſaid to 
Eve, and in her to all women, your wil! ſhall be 
ſubject toyour huſband : you ſhall not reſiſt this or- 
dinance of God, but be obedient to the word of 
God, and follow the examples of godly women, 
who truſted in God, and were ſubjett to their 
huſbands; as Sarak was obedient to Abraham, 

calling him her lord: you ſhall alſo be an help to 
your huſband in all good and lawful things look- 
ing to your family, and walkinginall honeſty and 
virtue, without worldly pride, that you may give 
an example to others of modeſty. 

Wherefore you N. and you N. having now un- 
derſtood that God hath inſtituted marriage, and 
what he commands you therein; are ye willing 
thus to behave yourſelves in this holy ſtate, as you 
here do confeſs before this chriſtian aſſembly, and 
are deſirous that you be confirmed in the ſame ?

tation; In which thou thalt alſo fejoice, thou who haſt for a 
ſhort time, mourned with much temp ation. But be Ged of all 
grace, who hath called us unto his eternal glory by Chriſt Jeſus, 
after that ye have ſuffered a while xvill make you per fect, flabliſp, 
ſtrengthen, ſettle you. 1. Pet. 5. 20. Again. Faul faith, If 
/» be that we ſuffer with, Chriſt, we ſhall alſo be glorified toge- 
ther. Rem. 3. 17. 18. For the ſuffer:ngs of this preſent 
time, are not to be compared with the glory which ſhall be re- 
vealed to us, 2 Cor. 4, 17. Fer our affliction is temporal and 
light, but worketh an eternal and exceeding weight of glory. 
And David ſaid, Pf. 30. 5. Weeping may endure for a night, but 
joy cometh in the merning. Therefore rejoice, that when lus glory 
(hall be revealed ye may be glad alſo with excceding joy. 1 Pet. 
4. 13. Chriſt hath: alſo ſuffered without the gate, therefore let 
us a ſo go forth ants. him without the camp, bearing his re- 
proach. For herzin hath Chriſt left us an example, that we 
ſhould follow his ſteps. Heb. 13. 12, 13. Again Peter faith, 
Foraſmuch then, as Chriſt ha h ſuffered tor us in the fleſh, arm 
yourſelves likewiſe with the ſame mind. 1 Pet. 2. 21. For 
he that ſuffers in the fleſh ceaſeth from fin. 1 Pet. 4. 1. Mote- 
cver the apoſtle James alſo ſaith, my beloved brethren, count it 
a y when you fall in divers temptations., Jam» 1. 2, And 
Pau likewiſe ſaich, Rom. 5. 3. 4+ and 5. We glory in tribu- 
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lations, knowing that tritulation worketh patience, and pat}. 
ence, experience; and experieace hope, and hope maketh us not 
aſhamed, For which reaſon we muſt not deſpiſe the chaſtening 
of the Lori, when we are xebuked of him; for whom the Lord 
loveth he chaſteneth, and he ſcourgeth, every fon whum he te- 
ceiveth; which may be ſeen at large in the 12 Chap. of the epiſt. 
to the Hebrews, be therefore patient, and ſtadſiſh your hearts, for 
thecoming of the Lord draweth nigh, Jam. 5. 8. 10. and 11, 
Take alſo the prof hets for an example of ſuffering effliction, 
and cf patience; we count them happy which endure, for we 
Have heard of the patience of Job, and have ſeen the end of the 
Lord, who haye left us an ext mple of perſeverance. For ve ſee 
that Chriſt for the ſuffering cf death, hath been crowned with 
never facing honour, Heb. 2.9. Therefore Chriſt alſo ſaith, 
he that endureth to the end ſhall be ſaved: Mat. 10. 22, and 
the apoſtle Paul ſaith, 2 Tim. 4. 7. and 8, I have feughta 
good fight, 1 have finiſhed my courſe, I have kept the faith, 
henceforth the:c is laid up for me a crown of righteouſneſe, which 
the Lord ſhall give me; and not only to me, but unto all them 
that love his appearing. Likewiſe James ſaith, 1. 12. bleſſed 
is the man that endureth temptation, for when he is tried, he 
ſhall receive the crown of lie, which the Lord hath promiled to 
them, that love him. 

To obtain this crown of righteouſneſs, we muſt manfully fight 
againſt all our enemies, who attack us on al ſides : particularly 
againſt the wiles of the devil, againſt which put on the whole 
armour of God, with wh.ich you will be able to withſtagd the 
devil and all his might. Peter ſpeaking of his fight faith, that 
the devil walketh about as a roaring lion ſeeking whom he may 
de voor: 1Pet, 5.8.9. whom teſiſt ſtedfaſt in the faith, and he 
will flee from you, This victory and reſiſlance we have of God 
through Chriſt, who tramples the devil under our feet, in whoſe 
power and bones we were bound, He js the prince of this world 
whom Chriſt hath caſt out; and we have likewiſe through him 
obtained the victory, and are aiſo through faith made partakers 
of him. Heis the old ſerpent who ſeeks to devour us, who did 
devour our firſt parents, and who ſt ll bites us in the heel, where- 
fore he is called a murderer from the beginning - 

Therefore we muſt be diligent on our guard againſt his wiles 
as Peter ſaith, be ſober and watch unto prayer, 1 Pet. 4. 7. 
For as Chriſt ſaith, we know neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Lord will come. Mat. 25. 14. But this ye kr ow 
that, if the good man of the houſe had known what hour the 
thief would come, he would have watched. Luke 12. 39. 40. 
45. and 46. Be ye ready therefore alſo, for the fon of men will 
come at an hour when we watch not, but begin to heat Gur 
tellow (ſervants, and to eat and drink with the d:i1n'.ards; 
then the Lord will come, and cut vt in ſunder, and our portion 
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,ortion will be with the hypocrites : Mark 9. 24+ there will be 
weeping and gnaſhing of teeth, there the worm never dieth, and 
the fire is not quenched. For we certainly know that the day 
of the Lord will come as a thief in the night, when we ſhall ſay, 
peace and ſafety, then ſudden deſtruction will come upon us, as 
travail upon a woman with child. 2 Pet. 3. 10. Thereſoretake 
heed to yourſelyes leſt at any time your hearts be overcharged 
with ſurfeicing and drunkenneſs and cares of this life, and fo 
that day come upon you unawares. Luke 21. 34. For as a ſnate, 
or as lightning which comes ſudden!y, ſhall it come on us all. 
Luke 21. 435, and 36. Watch therefore and pray always, that 
ye may be accounted worthy to eſcape all theſe things, that ſhall _ 
come to paſs, and to ſtand undaunted before the Son of Man. 
But this worthineſs to ſtand before the Son of Man conſiſts in a 
pure undefiled and immoveable faith which worketh through love, 
by which we receive and embrace Chriſt with all his merits and 
benefits, Which faith we muſt ſhew by a pure life, 1 pen 
ſaith, and of this purity Chriſt ſpeaks by Matthew, bleſſed are 
the pure in heart, for they ſhall ſee God. Mat. 5. 8, And the 
principal purity lies in the heart, for as Chriſt ſaith, out of the 
heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adulteriee, fornications, 
thefts, falſe witneſs and blaſphemies : theſe things decile a man. 
Mat. 15. 19, and 20. Therefore the fruits of the Spirit follow, 
which are love, joy, peace, long ſuffering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, 
faith, meekneſs, charity, righteouſneſs, and truth. Gal. 5. 22, 
and 23. Therefore unleſs we are born again, we cannot ſce the 
kingdom of God. Mat. 3. 3. Yea, as Chiiſt ſaith, except ye 
repent and become as children (to wit in fin) ye ſhall nct enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. Mark 10. 14. There ſhall nothing 
enter into it that deſi eth, neither whatſoever worketh abomina- 
28 maketh a lic, Rev. 21. 27. as Paul likewiſe clearly teſ- 
tinsthe, 

Since then the law of God requires this perfection of us, as it 
15 written, curſed is every one who doth not keep the whole law. 
As James aiſo ſaith, Whoſoever offendeth in one point, he is 
guilty of all. Jam. 2. 10. Again, whoſoever doeth the law ſhall 
lice by it : but we do not keep the leaſt commandment perſectly. 
As the wiſe man faith, when we imagine we have done, we only 
begin, (and in caſe we did doit, we only do our duty) wherefore 
we are by the law condemned in God's righteous judgment; for 
dals we have a ſure remedy.and cure, namely, Chriſt who hath 
receemed us (as Paul ſalth) from the cuiſe of the law, Gal. 3. 13. 
and bath ſatiefied the righteouſneſs of God for us, making re- 
conciliation z and who hath broken down the wall which was 
between us, namely the law, contained in ordinances, and for- 
given us our fins, and torn the haud- writing of them, and nailed 
. to the croſs: for this great love of Chriſt, we ought alfo to 
c him, and to be thankful * him, with good works, and 
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ve Ny to believe in him, for the gift of all theſe excellent bene. 
fits: For he that cometh to God, muſt believe that he is 3 re - 
warder of them that ſeek him; for the juſt ſhall live by his faith. 
Heb. 1. 6. Therefore we conclude that a man is juſtified by 
fiith, without the deeds of the law; Heb. 2. 4. Rom, 3. 28. 
and altho' we ſuffer a little with Chrift, we muſt not deſpair, for 
we ſee that Chriſt himſelf, when he was ſmote for our fins, did 
not ſmite again, but ſuffered patiently; and if the ungodly live 
in great proſperity, as David and the prophets teſtify, we muſt 
not maryel, neither tumble, but comfort ourſelyes, being aſſure d 
that their end is everlaſting death. He lets them ge as ſheep to the 
laughter, therefore it is not to be wondered at that the faithful 
meet with no more ctofſes, in compariſon to the glorious joy which 
is prepared for them, and on the contrary, that the ungodly have 
no more proſperity, than they have, in compariſon to the dread- 
ful damnation which attends them. Therefore if the trial of 
believers is not alike, ſo neither ſhall the te ſurrection of the 
dead be alike, And in this we have great comfort, that all be- 
lievers will riſe at the laſt day; of which Paul reaſoving, faith, 
1 Cor. 15. If the dead riſe not, then is not Chriſt riſen, then 
3s our prc.iching vain, and we are found falſe witneſſes of God. 
The manner of our reſurrection we may read in the 437th chap, 
of Ezekiel, How that we ſhall rife with fleſh and bones. And 
Job alſo ſaith, Job 19, I know that my Redeemer liveth, and 
will hereafter raiſe me up out of the earth, and that 1 ſhall be 
covered with my ſkin, and in my own fleſh, ſee God; likewiſe 
the prophet Iſaiah ſaith, that the earth and the ſea ſhall give 
up the dead which have ſlept in them, for Chriſt is the reſurrec- 
tion, the firſt of them that ſlept, But you muſt not be ignorant 
concerning them which are aſleep, that ye ſorrow not even as 
others, which have no hope. 1 Theſſ. 4. 13 to 17. For if we 
believe that Jeſus died and roſe again, even fo thoſe alſo which 
ſleep in Jeſus, will God bring with him, for this we ſay as a true 
word of God; that we which are alire and remain unto the com- 
ing of the Lord, ſhall not prevent them which are aſleep, fur the 
Lord himſelf, ſha!l deſcend from heaven with a ſhout, with the 
volce of the archangel, and with the trump of God, and the dead 
In Chriſt ſhall riſe fi:ft; then we which are alive and remain, 
ſhati be caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
»Lotd in the air. Where we muſt appear before the judgment 
ſext'of Chriſt : where every one will receive according to that he 
hath doe, Whether it be good or bad. 2 Cor. 5. 10, Then 
Chris will ſeparate the ſheep from the goats, and the ſhrep will 
be ſet on his tight hand, who ſhall hear the delighttul yo ice, come 
ye bleſſed, inherit the kingdom of my F ather prepares for you 
from the foundation of the world. There we ſhall ſtane with 
greater confidence againſt thoſe who have dillieſſed us: then we 
ſhall hine forth as the {sn in the kingdom of our Fache: 
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we ſhall come to the hope of an innumerable company of angels, 
Theie we ſhall reign from eternity to eternity, Amen.

For there is one Perſon of the Father, another of the 
Son, and another of the Holy Ghoft.----6, Bur the Godhead of 
the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt is all one 3 the 
Glory equal, the Myefty co-eternal.---7." Such as the Father ie, 
ſuch is the Soy, and ſueh is the Holy Ghoft,----8. The Father
